ARSENIC IN ERDER’S VISCERA. 


St. Louis. Dec. 18. — Charged with 
murder In the first degree in connec¬ 
tion with the death la*t July of Wil¬ 
liam J. Erder, Dr. Loren B. Dnxey. 
of Columbus. Neb., and his wife. Dora 
K. Doxey. are to-night held In the 
city. No communication may pass be¬ 
tween them except in writing, and that 
only oftqr the Jailer ha* approved the 
missive*. 

Dr. Doxey’s formal Incarceration fol¬ 
lowed tbo Issuance of bench warrants 
again?: him and hi* wife on the ap¬ 
plication of the Circuit Attorney'* of¬ 
fice. The end of the grand Jury’s ac¬ 
tivities In the case was reveal**! by 
the action of the prosecutor. 

Miss: Kate Erder. sister of the dead 
man. asserted that her efforts to solve 
the mystery of her brother’s death will 
not cease. 

"I will do all In my power to furnish 
evidence needed by thb prosecution.” 
said MUe Erder. "When 1 first report¬ 
ed the matter to the police 1 wa* toid 
that the burden of proof was on me. 
1 havo produced the pr«>of thus far and 
I will still take part In the case.” 

Analysis of Erder’s viscera revealed 
considerable arsenic ^horeln. The In¬ 
formation of the Circuit Attorney, upon 
which Mrs. Doxey was brought here 
from Nebraska, charged that Erder 
was given the poison In hi* food. 

Judge Grimm’s action was taken on 


the application of Harry Rosskopf, As- 
eistunt Circuit Attorney in charge of 
the grand jury work in 8t. Louis. Mr. 
Hosskopf app^arvd in open rourt and 
announced that Indictments had been 
found <gninM Dr. and Mrs. Doxey. 

He then asked that the warrants is¬ 
sue. adding that the indictments would 
be returned into eouft as soon as they 
had beep drawn up and verified. This 
will take several days Both prisoner* 
to-day asserted, their Innocence of the 
charges loJg. d against them. 

As th© Ml**«»uri statutes do not rec¬ 
ognize accessories to crime a* such. Dr. 
Doxey i* charged with being a princi¬ 
pal. although he wns not In St. Louie 
when Erder was taken 111.

SPEECHES ROASTING ADMINIS¬ 
TRATION EVERY DAY. 


WAR ON BALLINGER ALARMING 
TAFT’S SUPPORTERS. 


PRESIDENT GROWS SENSITIVE, 


Washington. Dec. 18.—(Special.)— 
The Democrats In the House and their 
Republican insurgent allies have been 
Informally conferring about the adop¬ 
tion of a programme, at tho head of 
which will be printed the motto. “Keep 
something going on all the time.” 

It la Intended to have a real, animated, 
red-hot speech on some live topic sprung 
on every day of general delate. Mr. 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, with his speech 
demanding an Investigation of the In¬ 
terior Department, set the pace, and 
there Is now an effort to enll*t the ora*, 
tors and make sure that no day's sun 
wlU set without somebody having aired 
some really vigorous views about some 
aspect of the administration of national 
affairs. 

One topic, which has been named as 
likely to bo the subject of a resolution 
and of a speech or two Is of the failure 
of the .Government to conduct prosecu¬ 
tions and recover money loot by defal¬ 
cation of Government officials. It Is 
charged that several millions of dollars, 
representing claims against defaulters 
and their bondsmen, are carried on the 
books of the Treasury Department as 
“jmsets but unavailable/* 

Some Inquiry about the extent of 
these alleged assets and the reason why 
they are not urged In court; with a view 
to turning them into the available col¬ 
umn is now in progress, and a resolution 
of Inquiry will be Introduced In the early 
days aftfer the reconvening of Con¬ 
gress. calling on th© Treasury for In- 
fornauiem, A number of especially 
flagrant cases are said to have been 
discovered of failure to pursi^e default¬ 
ers and their sureties. 

Then there is the sugar trust Investi¬ 
gation. which will be urged on every 
iHjosfblo occasion. The Hitchcock 
speech on Alaska and the general land 
office Is only a beginning In that direc¬ 
tion. 

Secretary Ballinger is to be a target 
for a good deal more oratory after 
Christmas. One feature of the case 
which Is to be made the subject of a 
resolution and some speech making. U 
the charge that a system of something 
much like espionage of employes is be¬ 
ing established In the Interior Depart¬ 
ment. to ascertain whether any of Its 
employes are giving information to the 
critics of the Administration. U Is be¬ 
lieved by rhe responsible chiefs that 
leaks exist and they are determined to 
close them In if possible.

POET WATSON VANISHES 
FROM PUBLIC VIEW 


EVEN CLOSEST FRIENDS UNA¬ 
WARE OF HIS WHEREABOUTS. 


BROTHER SAYS HALLUCINA¬ 
TIONS HAVE RETURNED. 


HIS ATTACKS ON ASQUITHS. 


New York. Dec. 18.—William Wat- 
pun, the British poet who came to this 
country recently, has disappeared as 
completely as ha* Dr. P. A. Conk, ar.d 
his brother, Robinson Watson, believe* 
he is under the obsession of a recur¬ 
rent hallucination that first attacked 
him seventeen year* ago in the sires* 
c f overwork and the conflict of power- 
iully-oppoeed emotions. 

"t who alone have the right to 
ej>eak out." frays Roblmon Watson, 
“declare deliberately. In full knowledge 
that the terrible things lightly hurled 
bv my brother against a certain dis¬ 
tinguished family, are In no sense the 


fesponstble utterances of the poet. Wil¬ 

liam Watson. They are the outcome of 
a menial malady alien to htmoelf. and 
when he returns to himself the Wll- 
llotn Watson we know will condemn 
them with burning words and bitter 
tears/* 

Robinson Watson goes on tf • xplaln, 
in an Interview telegraphed from 
Montreal and published to-day. howr his 
brother came to enter on "what is per¬ 
haps ihe suddeet experience that can 
be endured In the life of any man—a 
mental aberration." 

On the death of Tennyson. William 
Watson, he says, labored fifty hour* 
without rest and almost without food 
to produce what wn* originally Intend¬ 
ed to be a brief commemorative poem, 
but under the Impulse of stirring am¬ 
bition. became "Lachrymae Musa rum." 
a poem which Mr. Watson quotes Mr. 
Gladstone as saying was greater than 
Tennyson’s own ode on the death of 
the Duke of WtrfHngton. 

The poem wort its author Immediate 
fame and u grant of 200 pounds from 
the Royal Bounty Fund. 

"And now I must disclose the fact 
that ot thit lime my brother had been 
for many years contending with ad¬ 
verse pecuniary circumstances." says 
Rob'naon Watson, "and when the 
great news came it was like a veritable 
avalanche of g*xl fortune to him. 

"But It was more much more; it wa* 
too much; it was more than he could 
bear. A week later It bucam* evident

beyond all doubt that his mental bal¬ 
ance was gone." 

William Watson’s delusions, say* his 
brother, assumed the form of » belief 
that he had a mission to iierform 
against certain exalted personages. 
That belief, the brother is convinced, 
has returned. 

The poet, he said, had come to 
America vylth o deeply-rooted belief 
that he ha* a mission of hostility 
^gainst a certain family In high sta- 
tlon In England. Nothing can dissuade 
him from that wild infatuation.

York recently by the poet himself. Is 
that of Premier Asquith.

Writ of Certiorari Asked By Attor¬ 
neys For Convicted Chi¬ 
cago Banker.

The case is not of a character that 
can be brought to this court on either 
an appeal or a writ of error, and no 
rerourso except that of a writ of cer¬ 
tiorari w'aa loft to him. The couri 
grants only about one out of ten such 
petition*.

Wherein does this programme differ 
from the programmes of other peace 
societies? Some other societies favor 
national ‘disarmament* or decreasing of 
armament*, while may prominent peo¬ 
ple declare that Immense armaments are 
the best or even the only way to secure 
International peace. 

"The programme of the league recog¬ 
nises the value of both national arma¬ 
ment and International arbitration as 
agents for peace and Justice. It calls 
for 'adequate armament.* By this 1* 
meant such armament as will enable 
the nation to protect Its rights and the 
rights of Its citlsens from forcible at¬ 
tack by any Government that will not 
recognize Us rights In theory end re¬ 
spect them In practice. The United 
States -came into existence through 
making war In order to secure certain* 
rights for Its people and when the ex¬ 
istence of the union was threatened 
by the Civil War the nation made ev¬ 
ery sacrifice of men or money that was 
found necessary to preserve the union 
by force of arms. In tho light of this 
fact can this Government for the mere 
sake of preservingM>oae« be expected 
to allow any foreign nation to trample 
upop American rights that were se¬ 
cured and then protected by great sac¬ 
rifices on the field of battle? 

But the league Is not willing to look 
only to armament plan for tho preser¬ 
vation of national rights and of Inter¬ 
national peace, any mure than for tho 
preservation of individual and State 
rights. The principles of law nrc due 
to the declaration of tho Conatitution. 
and the adjudication aud enforcement 
of these principles are required by the 
league as the chief means of proserving 
peace And the administration of justice, 
between the Individual citizen and be¬ 
tween the States of the American 
[union. 

i "The league requires that similar 
agencies of an International character 
must be the main hope of preserving 
poa?e and the administering of justice 
among nations. 

••Certainly our men (both policemen 
and soldiers) are part of these agen¬ 
cies of domestic lsw, ordar and peace, 
but Congress and courts are also, and 
It may be truly said the rooro custom¬ 
ary means of securing Justice and keep¬ 
ing tho peace. 

• • e 

Uncle Sam’s Proposal Rejected. 

“The United States Government pro- 
posed at the second Hague conference 
thut a properly constituted Interna¬ 
tional rnngr«s& and court,of justice l-e 
created as a means of securing inter¬ 
national peace and Justice. The other 
nations arc unwilling to make, at this 
time, the arrangement proposed by the 
United States. This fact has led tho 
American Peace and Arbitration 
League to advocate, for the present, 
such an arbitration programme ns will 
be most likely to win the approval of 
this and other Governments pending 
the time when the nations will all con¬ 
sent to the creation of the most ap¬ 
proved and modern muchlnery for 
peace and justice, on an international 
scale and tor International use#.." 

When proper arbitration trestles 
have been concluded between all na¬ 
tions and when arbitration in this form 
has been sufficiently tried and has been 
found adequate for the protection of 
national rights the people of all i»a, 
tions will sre the wisdom aud safety 
of national courts and congresses, with 
ample power and Jurisdiction.

SERVED MANY TERMS AS CHIEF 
CLERK OF SENATE. 


WAS VICTIM OF AN ATTACK OF 
ACUTE INDIGESTION. 


STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Doc. 18.—(Special.)— 
William Cromwell, for many years chief 
clerk of the Kentucky Senate and City 
Attorney of Frankfort, died suddenly 
Saturday morning at his residence In 
South Frankfort, just a few tnmtltea be¬ 
fore 0 o’clock. He hod an attack of 
acute indigestion Friday evening about 
C o’clock, but seemed to be entirely re¬ 
lieved of that In on hour or two. Sat¬ 
urday morning he appeared to be doing 
nicely and told ths members of his fam¬ 
ily that he felt comfortable. Just be¬ 
fore 8 o'clock, however, he had an at¬ 
tack that the physicians think was a 
paralytic atroke, and died In a few sec¬ 
ond*. Just a minute before the last at¬ 
tack ho had told his cousin. Hugh Crom¬ 
well, that he felt very comfortable. He 
hud a stroke of paralysis over a year 
ago, from which he had never entirely 
recovered, though he had Improved 
enough to resume hie law practice, and 
the physicians believed that a second 
stroke would prove fatal.

of carrots. The usual yield per acre Is 
from 400 to 500 pounds. 

While Minie tobacco is produced In al¬ 
most every State, leas than 1 pur cent, of 
this country’s crop h grown west of the 
Mississippi, Texas being the only traas- 
Misalsslppi State In which the Industry 
hns gained much Importance. 

Kentucky leads all the States in tobac¬ 
co growing. It produces more than one- 
thtrd of the United States crop, and about 
one-ninth of the entire crop of the world. 

The tobacco grown In the United States 
Is of two general types or Hasses: CD 
cigar tobacco, and ( 2 ) chewing, smoking, 
snuff and export tobaccos. In 190$ some¬ 
thing more than lfiO.OOO.uOO pounds of cigar 
tobacco was grown In the United States, 
and nearly four times that amount of the 
other types. 

Tobacco production is largely confined 
to certain clearly defined districts, each 
of which produces a special type and fills 
n demand for that type. The kind of to¬ 
bacco grown In particular districts de¬ 
pends mainly on the soli and climatic 
conditions. 

UNIQUE EATING CLUB. 


Mk—nchtiaotts would hardly bo thought of 
aa a tobaoro producing region, yet lUeooun- 
tlta oS Franklin. Hampden and Hampshire 
figure with measurable importance In the 
story of tobacco production which has 
Just been written by J. I*. KUlebrew, spe¬ 
cial agent on tobacco In the Department 
of Agriculture, eaya the Washington cor¬ 
respondent of the Bunion Transcript. Even 
stem old Vermont raise* eoine tobacco. 
In Windtiam county, while Cheshire coun¬ 
ty wins the major hoiKini for New Hamp¬ 
shire. These regions lie along the Houea- 
tonlc and Connecticut Rivers, and in some 
of the counties the farming Is rapidly 
going into Hie 1 lands of immigrant*. 

New ftngland produce* almost wholly 
the cigar type of tobacco, leaving tho 
chewing, smoking and anuff type* to the 
BoutJ l Only two Northern State*. Penn¬ 
ey! vanla and Wisconsin, exceed Massa¬ 
chusetts in volume of production. The 
Huy State produced about 31,<XK>,000 
pound* In 190k. and the two others named 
about 30,000.000 each. Ohio comes n-eai- 
c*t to Massachusetts with 23.0)0.000 
Three varielle* are grown in New Eng¬ 
land—>Huvana seed, Connecticut bro«ulU^f 
and Cuban shade The average yield Is 
1.600 to 1,800 pounds per acre, although 
more than 2.000 pounds are often pro¬ 
duced on Individual farms 
The plants ure grown under gloss for 
early and under screens of cotton oloth 
tor later planting Transplanting I* done 
by machine. In row’s from S to 34 feet 
apart. Havana sued plants are set 16 to 
13 lochs* apart In tihe row. brood!cof 24 
to 10 Inc he*. The usual and be*t time 
for traneplatlng is fro hi May 29 to June 
16. that period usually being warm enough 
to cause prompt growth of the plants. 
If the season be favorable the tobacco la 
ready for harvest from July 25 to Sep¬ 
tember 10 . a period when the weather Is 
moat favorable for curing. Th* crop Is 
air-cured. Ibrcent experiments In curing 
by artificial heal, however, give promise 
of aatlafoctory results. Heavy losses from 
pol* burn and stein rot are sometime* 
caused by damp warm west bar while the 
tobacco is air- curing; the object In using 
artificial heat Is to prevent tlus damage.

After the tobacco * thoroughly cured the 
leaves are stripped from the stalks, tied in 
bundle* of about forty pounds each, 
wrapped in heavy paper and delivered to 
the packer, who sometimes contracts for 
It before It Is put In bundle*. 

In the hands of the packer the tobacco 
Is first assorted Into the d.fferent grade* 
and lengths of wrapper*, binder* and fill¬ 
er*. then packed In cases of 200 to 160 
pounds each and allowed to ferment After 
fermentation it Is sold at private eaie to 
manufacturers or dealers by oainple^ one 
sample, consisting of four hands, bring 
drawn from each ooae Light wrapper* 
command the highest price of .any of the 
grades, and ore the profitable part of the 
crop, the value or eprblch la In proportion 
to the per cent of light wrapper* it con¬ 
tain*. There Is very little profit In grow¬ 
ing a crop In which thero are no light 
wrapper*. It is customary to cut the en¬ 
tire stalk and let the leaves cure on the 
stnlk. but recently experiments of priming 
In the field have been tried, each leaf be¬ 
ing broken off as It ripen* nnd hung on 
lath* to cure. The priming process, which 
trems to improve the quality and to In¬ 
crease the per cent, of wrappers, may 
become general If future experiments are 
as successful aa those during tho last two 
years. 

Perlque, One of the strongest tobaccos 

e own. Is raised chiefly In 8 t. James par- 
h La.. Planting Is done in March in 
row* five to six feet apart, and plant* 
three feet apart In the rows. The crop 1* 
harvested In June by cutting the plant* 
ami !Kinging them on wire* stretched 
across ine curing barns. A nail or a 
pleco of «Mine Is driven at an acute angle 
Into each stalk near the butt end. so as to 
form s kind of hook By this means the 
tobacco Is hung on the Wires and allowed 
to air cure. The leaves, the atoms being 
still green, or* stripped from the stalk*, 
a few at a time, when they reach the 
proper stage? in curing. The stem* or 
midrib* are then taken out and the leaf 
made Into loose twtsts. 

• • • 

Put Under Pressure. 


These are packed In boxes, dimensions 
eighteen inches each way. with movable 
tops and bottoms and. by means of a 
lever and weights, put under pressure for 
twenty-four hours. The twists are then 
removed from the l>oxes and unrolled, so 
as to allow the leaves to absorb the 
Juice* that have been expressed. They 
are then twisted again and put through 
the same process every day for about two 
weeks, after which the manipulation ts 
once In throe or four day*. As the rut¬ 
ting p roce ss continue*, the time the to¬ 
bacco Is allowed to remain In the boxes 1* 
lengthened, since the less the sap, the 
less the danger of damage When the 
cutting process Is finished, which re¬ 
quires several months, the twists are 
packed In second-hand whisky barrel*— 
about SdO pounds to tho barrel—and sold. 
Formerly. Instead of being packed In bar¬ 
rels, they were put In roils or "carrot*" 
of one to four pound* each, wrapped In 
cotton cloth and Wound with rope In re¬ 
cent years however, packing In barrels, 
which is the cheaper and quicker pro¬ 
cess. has largely supplanted lit* making

TONE OF AN ANSWER MAY TURN 
AWAY A CUSTOMER. 


SOME CASES OF THE KIND. 


There I* a man who, under the name 
of a corporation, had more than 600 
retail stores In th«* UnlUdl States.^ H.e 
employ* several thouaond clerk*. Cour¬ 
tesy. he aays. Is his chiefe«t a*set. He 
declares It to bf the cheapest com¬ 
modity In the world, yet the most far- 
reaching In Its effect and the basis of 
all good retail service. This man has 
spent 660,000 In hammering Into the 
heads of his clerks that every- one of 
them should give the most painstaking 
care to patronY needs and should say 
"thank you” as If he really m*«rt It, 
nays the New York Frets. On one oc- 
<.i*b>n he sent this telegram to every 
clerk In his employ: "Did you say 
’thank you’ to every customer you 
waited on to-day?” 

One of the largest downtown retail 
establishments In New York Is found¬ 
ed on an act of courtesy. The man at 
the head of k was once a night clerk 
at a dovnuwn drug store. One morn¬ 
ing. Just as he was getting ready to 
leave utter eight or ten hours of hard 
work, a man came In who appeared 
to be very angry indeed. He inquired 
<4 the night clerk, In a rasping voice. 
If he had such and such a thing—a 5 
or 10 -cent article. The young clerk— 
he wa© little more than a boy then— 
replied in tho affirmative. The tone 
in which Tve answered "yes.” however, 
told a number of things—that he w*as 
willing and eager to be of service to 
the customer in selling even this small 
article, and that he looked upon him 
as a moat valued client of the house. 
The purchase made and wrapped up. 
the irascible man turned to the clerk 
and said: 

"Well, this Is quite a contrast with 
my treatment across the way. I was 
Just over there to buy this, anil the 
clerk told me sneerlngly that they did 
iKrt sell uny 10 -eent goods In that es¬ 
tablishment. It’s a medicine that I’ve 
been buying for a number of years, 10 
cents* worth at a time.” 

Then he started to go. but turned 
again to the clerk and Inquired If he 
\jm\ u certain farolgn preparation In 
stock—It was something that was very 
rxpensive, cost $5 or 66 a bottle. Again 
the clerk answered “Yes" In the same 
courteous tone that he had replied to 
the man's first question. 

• • • 

Led To Other Sales. 


"Give me a bottle of it,” answered the 
man "Here, fill this prescription, too," 
he added, handing over a piece of paper. 

It’s a prescription my doctor gave me 
yesterday, but I haven’t had time to g^t 
It filled Can you send It up? All right." 

The clerk looked at the prescription. 
He saw that It called for rare and ex¬ 
pensive Ingredients that needed the most 
careful compounding and that the name 
signed to It wa* that of a doctor of 
world-wide fame in his profession. The 
clerk explained that It woutd take a 
little time to put up the Ingredients, 
nnd added that he was very proud to 
have the privilege of filling a prescrip¬ 
tion of such a celebrated specialist In 
reply to the man’s comment that he 
seemed to know' a good deal about med¬ 
icine os well as pharmacy, the young 
man modestly explained that he had 
studied medicine, also, and that the 
name of the noted scientist was very 
familiar to him. The customer bade 
the clerk a pleasant "Good morning" as 
he departed. 

Now. this clerk iplght have turned 
over the prescription to someone else to 
fill and deliver. But he was thorough 
In his courtesy as w r ell as In other 
things Tired a* he was. he superin¬ 
tended the compounding of the drug*, 
and when all was completed delivered 
the package In person on his way up 
town. He discovered that his irascible 
customer was one of the greatest of 
New York’s great merchant*. 

Always thereafter, as long as thi* 
great merchant lived, he gave his trade 
to the establishment In which this clerk 
was employed, and whenever he could 
he dealt with the clerk In person. If he 
was there he never failed to seek him 
out He made It plain to him that hi* 
courtesy over the little 10 -cent purchase 
and hi* care In looking after the bigger 
ones had established a bond of confi¬ 
dence and friendship between them 
• • • 

Courtesy Capitalised. 


Before this clerk fcad been with this 
drug taouHe five years various other men 
who had had the same experience with 
him—people of w'ealth—made him prop¬ 
ositions to start him In business for 
himself. Before he had been there ten 
year* he hud had a hundred such pro¬ 
posals At last he acceded to the solici¬ 
tations of his friends. He started' In 
business for himself. He put In no 
money of his own, but on the books of 
the concern his courtesy Is capitalized 
for 160.000. 

But courtesy Is not so general In bus¬ 
iness as It should be In the United 
States, and especially In the retail trade, 
where It means so much. No people on 
earth have such a vast and abundant 
wealth of raw material, and no people 
on earth are wasting it with such 
spendthrift lavishness through discour¬ 
tesy and carelessness as we Americans 

Courtesy Is a corporate as well a* an 
Individual bufcJne** asset of enormous 
Importance and value. There are mer¬ 
cantile houses here and there through¬ 
out America that are famou* for the po¬ 
liteness and care with which they treat 
every one wflh whom they coine in con¬ 
tact. Fortunately the number of these 
concerns Is Increasing. Unfortunately 
however, the number of those w ho lack, 
through Ignorance, this invaluable ele¬ 
ment of their business. Is still In the 
majority. 

Courtesy, as a national asset, a thing 
In which the people have a part. Is 
something whom- value I* just begin¬ 
ning vaguely to be understood. Frame 
and the other Latin countries are noted 
for their surface politeness. Commer¬ 
cially the English are more polite and 
painstaking than the Americans, 
though less so than the French or Ger¬ 
mans. British commercial courtesy ho* 
been born of necessity. England has 
had fewer advantages In the way of 
natural resources to aid It In the trade 
conquest* It has won In various quar¬ 
ters of th© globe. The United States 
has alway* been an enormous con¬ 
sumer of its own product*, and only 
within the last decade or so ha* It 
begun to reaJlxe the importance of a 
world-wide market for It* ware* Even 
yet hardly one merchant In ten who U 
*triving for an export business takes 
the trouble to study and meet the busi¬ 
ness customs and the racial character¬ 
istic* and temperaments of the foreign 
peoples he wishes to add to hi* list of 
customers. 

The Initial step of the others when 
soliciting trade 1 * usually to send let¬ 
ters and advertising circulars bomdeoet 
throughout the country where he fan¬ 
cies there may be a chance for trade 
A good deal of this literature, however. 
Is In English. And the time and effort 
and money that It cost* to prepure and 
distribute it Is wasted. He doe* md 
realize that English U a* little krvow'n 
there as Arabic. Chinese or Spanish Is 
In a lumber camp In the Northwest.

It loses In another way—in the 
wasted effort of Jta employes. Even If 
they soil good* they do so In a way 
tihnt provoke* the customer's 111 humor 
and drives her to patronize next time 
some other establishment where cour¬ 
tesy Is an essential and well-recognized 
asaeL 

Down In the Wall-street district an 
old man has kept a little fruit stand 
for forty years. He has sold his fruit 
and candy to such men as Russell Sage, 
Jay Gould. John D. Rockefeller and E. 
H. Harrlman. These have been his cus¬ 
tomers year after year, and he has ac¬ 
quired a modest fortune. Ht* says that 
What little wealth lie has—built up 
penny by penny—has been acquired by 
keeping his stand always neat and 
clean, nnd especially by being Invaria¬ 
bly courteous. 

Some of the New York hotels have 
established schools ot courtesy for their 
employes ami have issued books of In¬ 
struction for their guidance on the road 
to perfect courtesy. Tills plan ha* also 
been followed by some of the large 
business houses not only In New York, 
but In other great commercial centers 
In the country.

Dec. 18.—Far better 
progress is being made with legislation 
In the House than was anticipated.

News of the nrnrriaire of Mrs. Rom;* 
Cook and Clarence Morrison, at Elk¬ 
hart. lnd.,haa reached Jeffersonville, the 
ceremony having been *uld on Thursday 
The bride on Wednesday won divorced 
from William Eugene Cook, who Is 
now nerving & life sentence at the 
Indiana State prison In Mkmlgun CUy 
through a con Tension he mud© in Jef¬ 
fersonville about two years ago. The 
bruit* was originally Miss Rosa H&U. 
a daughter of Alexander Hall, an old 
soldier, and she met Cook In July. 
1901, marrying him on August 31, of 
the aamo year. Although Cook led 
anything but an honest Ufe, hie wife 
remained steadfast toward him, al¬ 
though he became an inmate of th© 
Indiana Reformatory in February, 
1906, being sent there to serve from 
one to three years on the charge of 
petit larceny. 

On tho eve of being released from 
the Institution on parole he broke down 
And told Chaplain W. E. Edgin that ho 
did not want to leave. as there was a 
crime hanging over him. Previous to 
making this statement Cook had been 
converted at a revival held In tho re¬ 
formatory. In the presence of W. H. 
Whittaker, who w*aa then the general 
superintendent of the Institution, and 
Chaplain Edgin, Cook made a wonder¬ 
ful confession that resulted In his 
being sent to prison for Ufe. Even this 
did not shake Mrs. Cook, although she 
had at times quarreled frequently with 
her husband. 

Cook, in his confession, said that he 
murdered John E. Perkins on the week 
following the November election In 
1904, near the little town of Granger, 
by shooting him through the head 
while he was lying helpless frofn dis¬ 
ease on a bed In his cabin, then set 
Are to the house to leftvq the Impres¬ 
sion Perkins had killed himself rather 
than to perish in the (lames. A part of 
the money Perkins had was left to 
ornate the impression that ho had not 
been robbed. After the confession was 
made Cook was taken back to Elkhart 
to plead guilty, hut when he reached 
there declined to do so and was tried. 
He was found guilty by a jury and 
sent to prison for life. 

Dies In Illinois. 

A telegram was received yesterday by 
EL M. Coots & Sons, a Jeffersonville 
undertaking Arm, to take charge of E. 
D. Caldwell’s body And place it In the 
vault at Walnut Ridge cemetery. The 
telegram was sent fr»»m Western 
Springs, III., on Friday night, and was 
signed by Mrs. Ella Morse, a sister of 
Mr. Caldwell. Particulars of the death 
! are not known, but several persons 
knew that Mr. Caldwell was In a serious 
condition from Bright’s disease and for 
some time had been in & sanitarium In 
Minnesota. Recently, however, he had 
been removed to the home of Mrs. Brook 
Jones, a daughter of Mrs. Morse, at 
Western Springs, and was to have bec-n 
brought to Jeffersonville to be placed 
in a hospital. 

Mr. Caldwell was widely known 
around the falls and for several year* 
was connected with a wholesale drug 
house in l>oui*vllle. He finally engaged 
In business for hImpelf in Jeffersonville 
and about twenty-seven years ago mar¬ 
ried Miss Ora Rea whose home was 
at MUtcm, Ky. Mrs. Caldwell finally 
studied medicine and became connected 
with her brother, who was for a long 
time on Fifth street, Louisville, but 
went to Minneapolis. Mr. Caldwell went 
there several years ago to Join his wtf > 
after dtapodlng of his business In Je!- 
fersontllle. 

Mr. Caldwell was a native of Jeffer¬ 
sonville and was about 00 years old. 
He was a son of Dr. James G. Caldwell, 
a pioneer physician, who for many years 
conducted a drug store on Spring street, 
between Market and Chestnut streets, 
Immediately across tho street from the 
postofhee. The family was a large and 
Influential one, hut the only membew 
now left Is Mrs. Morse. 

Jesse Caldwell, a son of Dr. J. G. 
Caldwell, went to Cuba during the 
Spanish- American War with Col. 
Char lee Williams, who died there from 
the disease, and was stricken with yel¬ 
low fever. Mr. Caldwell recovered and 
died In Washington a few years ago. E. 
D. Caldwell is survived by his wifo, who 
Is living Ln Omaha, and one son, Gibson

SUGGESTS SNAIL FARMS. 


vWxHh.rigton Special to New York Sun.) 

Among the project* of the Department 
of Agriculture la an Investigation Into 
edible snail raising oa practiced In Euro¬ 
pean countries and the possibilities of IU 
introduction Into tho United States with 
rommerclal uuicm. 

The edible snail* now on the markets 
of this country, where they are con¬ 
stantly becoming more popular, are 
tKjrted from abroad, and It Is beilevau 
that there are a number of native species 
which would appeal to the epicure quite 
0 * much ns thne© now in vogue. 

• Some people.” remarked a scientist of 
the department, "are waking up to th© 
fart that there is profit and Interest in 
the rftHrtng of edible snails. These can 
be imported for the purpose from Europe, 
and there are sex era! delicious specie* of 
Mexican and South American sneuls now 
on the market here. as. for example, that 
scientifically denominated Helix buffonl- 
aito. 

•*Llk© moat kinds of edible snails, this 
Aoeciea Is extremely prolific, and the 


moderately warm and even temporature. 
such aa that of a plant greenhouse. The 
Increasing popularity of tho delicacy war¬ 
rants th© belief that edible snail propaga¬ 
tion may b© regarded as a promising in¬ 
dustry In this country.” 

The method advised for raising snails 
Is simple and cleanly. The creature© are 
kept in pine boxes filled with rich earth, 
and core must be taken to have all the 
•nails In one box of the same species. 
The creature# possess cannibal tendencies 
and will destroy any specimens of other 
specleo which happen to stray across thetr 
path. 

Occasionally seed such as Is given for 
food to canary birds Is planted In a 
corner of the box. and when half grown 
seems, according to expert snail raisers, 
a tempting appetiser to the dainty in¬ 
mates and gives a delicate flavor lo the 
flesh, Tl»« rolling surface of periodically- 
renewed loam should be Interspersed with 
small rough stones, smalt broken twigs 
and other miscellaneous odd bits. Th. 
creatures evidently delight In crawling 
over and under these. To prevent the 
snails from crawling up th© sides of the 
box and making thetr escape a w.re 
sc reen Is recommended. 

Care, it seems, has to be given to the 
•nailery, and two Inspections n dsy an* 
required. All scraps of vegetable matter 
left uneaten by th© occupants must bo 
removed from the boxes, it is a singular 
fact that the odor of decomposing matter 
Is fatal to snails. 

Tho proper food consists of clean, ten¬ 
der. fresh bits of leaves, preferably those 
of ths cauliflower, which they eat vora- 1 
ciously. Tho earth must bo sprinkled 


one© in twenty-four hours mltn water to 
dampen the surface.

"Third—Write the address In full, 
plainly and with Ink or crayon on the 
box or package. Tags are frequently 
torn off and lost. 

"Fourth—If you want to prepay the 
charges, write the word ’’Paid" In large 
plain letters «>n the package and insist 
upon a receipt. Also sec that the 
amount paid and the value U marked on 
the receipt and on the package. 

"Fifth—Write your own address, In 
full somewferre on the package following 
[the prefix. "Fron\,” and Inclose a card 
in each box bearing both your addreak 
and the consignee's address. This In 
order that, should the outer marking be 
destroyed, the inner mark will Insure 
prompt forwarding and delivery. 

•Sixth—If not convenient to ship In 
wooden boxes, use strong wrapping pa¬ 
per und tie with gttrung cord. If the 
package contains anything of a perish¬ 
able nature, write the word ‘'Perishable** 
on the package, which will call for spe¬ 
cial aft*nL'>n am! delivery.*'

The Baptist controversy. started by | 
or at leaat Immediately after the recent 
Uapflsi Congress, grow* In strength, , 
and an one *ldo In bitterness. Discus- I 
slon of It la going on among Baptloto 
all over the country- The new man 
to come into the controversy I» the Rev. 
Dr. Charlea F. Ak«d. pastor of the 
Fifth-avenue -Baptist church. New 
York He takes the editor of the Kx 
arntner. who made the first drastic 
statement*, to task for having used, 
ns he thinks, extravagant language. Hn 
tay* he is not very familiar with Amer¬ 
ican conditions, having lately come 
from England, but he doe* not believe 
there are Baptists who ridicule the New 
Testament. who doubt the divinity of 
Christ, the Bible explanation or theory 
t.f the atonement, and Who seriously 
f->ar ihe disruption of the Baptist de¬ 
nomination in America 

The editor of the Examiner, a’papor 
that represent* the Baptist bo<f> as 
^►frhap.K no other one doe*, returns to 
his charges In even more virile ian- 
gintgr than he first employed. He de¬ 
clares again that many Baptists do rid¬ 
icule the New Testament as the in¬ 
spired Word of God. that many do deny 
the divinity of Christ, and that eve-i 
more than both together question the 
Christ plAn of tonement. He say* again 
that there |* serious danger that the 
Baptist body In the North will nepa- 
rnte. even In this time of Christian 
unity talk; for. he declare*, there arc 
some faithful Baptists who will not 
Jong continue fellowship with those who 
ere doing all of these things. 

Inquiry among Baptist leaders bring* 
varying view* Pome declare the ed¬ 
itor of the Examiner to be wholly in the 
wrong Others agree wlt)i hlrn fully 


The discussion of the situation has not 
affected the mission receipt* as yet, but 
those in charge of such receipt* fear it 
may do ao So general U the talk that 
one can find almost any opinion he 
care* to record. 

Work Mapped Out. 

The first annual meeting of the Coun¬ 
cil of Women for Home Mission* ha* 
Just been held, with represent alive* (roin 
nine religion* bodies, or two more than 
had been expected. These bodies are 
confined to those having distinct but 
general societies of women for work In 
the home field. conspicuous tuning 
which are the Presbyterian, the Baptist 
and the Methodist. The meeting Just 
held planned for the various summer 
conferences of 19 in. and arranged for 
new book* fur mission study. The prin¬ 
cipal book lor study during the comlivi 
year relate* to Porto Hleo, nnd was pre¬ 
pared by the author of "Allen* or Am*r- 
l«**na.” 

The new officer* of the council Include 
Mrs. George W. Coleman, of Boston; 
Mrs. Amo* R, Weji*. Mrs. John S. Al¬ 
ien. Mrs. F. S. Bennett ami }lr*. Wil¬ 
liam H. Baker. Mrs. Coleman la a lend¬ 
er among home missionary work of Bap¬ 
tist women of the whole counfry. 

The council alms to co-ordinate home 
mission effort of women, nnd Is silttan¬ 
other evidence of Christian unity. It 
alms also to foster summer schools that 
shall glvr a'tenrlen to missions within 
the limits of the United State*, including 
work among Indians and nogroes, to 
promote mission *tudy, and especially to 
, care for home mission Interests In the 
school* aiKl coHegee. In some sense it 
seeks to conserve interest* in missions 


at home against the foreign propaganda, 
which ha* been and stU! Is extremely 
vigorous. The first movement toward 
the formation of a council started two 
year* ago. possibly a Urtle more, and 
found so much support that a general 
meeting has now become possible. 

The boards represented In the council 
do an Immense amount of work In every 
part of the country, and among aJl man¬ 
ner of people, from Aluokans to Porto 
Rican*, and kindergarten Instruction 
among children of foreigner* In our 
great cities. The total amount export¬ 
ed by Mxard* forming the council ex¬ 
ceeded $2,000,000.

Mark Raised. 

Methodists, under the leadership of 
Bishop Hartxell. have been s«> successful 
at raising money for their African dia¬ 
mond Jubilee fund that they have de¬ 
cided to increase the sum asked /or by 
at least $50,000 It was Just seventy- 
five years ago that American Methodist* 
begun work In Africa. To celebrate thq 
anniversary* It was sought to raise In 
this country $300,000. for It Is stated 
that g crisis has arisen In the work, and 
either h forward step must be taken at 
once or some ground will be lost 

For a trifle over one year Bishop 
Hartxell has been at work trying to se¬ 
cure this lsrg*» sum for a Held In w hich 
interest Is not greatest In this country, 
lie has *poken In every principal city, 
and held conferences and mass meet¬ 
ings In most of them. Th* period al¬ 
lowed for the securing of the $300,000 
has now about ten more days to run. 
but the amount secured at this writing 
la $320,000 This passing of the limit 
by a sum so O nerous ha* led to the 
new ambition to make the amount 
$350,000 a* stated 

MethodUts are trying to gain a foot¬ 
hold in Africa that will tell in All future 
generations. There Is pardonable de¬ 
nominational pride, and yet It must be 
set down to their credit that they or* 
first making Christians. ar\d are sharing 
labor and credit with all o?her bodies 
who will help About $275,000 a >*nr Is 
going into missions In Africa from the 
United States each year, the Metho¬ 
dists leading, and about $450,000 H year 
from England In addition. American 
Methodist* have attacked the continent 
In the north. In the southwest and In 
the southeast, and their work has made 
tremendous strides forward during the 
last ten year* particularly. 

Episcopal Laymen To Meet. 

A call for h conference of loymen 
of the Episcopal Churrh. signed by 
thirty leaders among laymen of as 
mr.n> principal cities, has Just been 
Issued The conference \ H to be held 
In Pittsburg at the end of February. 
Episcopal laymen are co-operating with 
the Laymen's Missionary Movement In 
the latter’s campaign of cities, and are 
now taking steps to crystalline *1 he sen¬ 
timent In their churrh in favor of larg¬ 
er work by volunteer laymen. I 

The Pittsburg meeting Is held upon 
Invitation of the Layman's Missionary 
League of that city, which has b. cn 
at work for nearly twenty years at 
practical church extension. The meet¬ 
ing Is In charge of the <Church Lay¬ 
men's Union, which 1* a federation of 
the Pittsburg and other societies of lay¬ 
men In the Episcopal Church, most of 
which have been at work for a dozen 
years * 

These Episcopal laymen believe they 
have an Improved method of work, 
which Is not campaign, but a parish 
method which Includes the whole ex¬ 
tension problem, vl*.. the parish, the 
city, the world They desire also to 
Include Kutulay-school nnd social serv¬ 
ice work, claiming that both of these 
are as missionary In their character as 
the planting of new churches In Asia or 
A fries 

The Pittsburg conference will be un¬ 
usual in that It will have no spenk* r*. 
It will be. perhaps, the first national 
conference of church people to come 
together for a purpose other than to 
hear addresses and to leurn It Is stat¬ 
ed that the meeting will he one that 
will decide upon methods and will make 
decisions concerning form* of work to 
bo given to laymen of various cities 
who an' already Interested and desire 
specific directions concerning things to 
do. The Information will t«e given In 
advance, and no time at Pittsburg will 
be taken up with the dissemination of 
fact* and figures Indication* are, It 
I* said, that about one hundred organ¬ 
izations will pend representative*. 

Unitarian Street Preaching. 

The American Unitarian Association 
! wants $5 000 with which to buy an auto¬ 
matic and maintain by Its use next 
{summer an outdoor compalgn of strew; 
‘ preaching In cities In New England. 
I poe*lbly farther afield than that Uui 
| summer the first attempt of this sort 
was made by a few Unitarian ministers. 
The effeot was excellent upon people en¬ 
countered. but It wns even better upon 
the minuter*. If the report of the *ea- 
' son's work Is to be believed. 

During the experimental season trol¬ 
ley and steam con wore used for trans¬ 


portation. Much time was lost, but a 
good many times excellent Unitarian 
dor trine was given out from well dressed 
theologians mounted on soap boxes. It 
was found that more ministers were 
willing thus to give parts of their vaca¬ 
tions than could be utilised In the Initial 
campaign. Eight men In all were en¬ 
gaged. and visits were made kn Tout of 
the New England States. 

The Dew plan of the auto la urged be¬ 
cause it will save time in travel, be¬ 
cause more towns can be visited, be¬ 
cause IK*»*ature ran be carried for dis¬ 
tribution, snd because mors ministers 
can be given opportunity to take part. 
The appeal tor the $6,090 mentions that 
Unitarian ministers indulge hi criticism 
a good deal, and intimate that it may be 
because* they have not enough to do to 
keep thorn busy. The campaign will, the 
projector* think, help Iti this direction. 

Some doubt had been expressed before 
the first campaign was inaugurated 
w hether the Unitarian message is adnpt- 
*d to soap box platforms and tb* aver¬ 
age stmet audience. The appeal states 
that all doubts have been dispelled. Tbe 
theology* of Unitarians la adaptable to 
that as tr> other circumstance*, and 
street audiences take kindly to presort¬ 
ing by well-to-do collegians. This is the 
statement of the appeal. 

If the funds be secured it hi Intended 
to Inaugurate a second year campaign 
that wtU r*»arh nut into the Middle 
States, and that will krep busy all of 
the Unitarian mlntstem who may desire 
to spend parts of their vacation* In thJ* 
manner, - y. 

To Incmaxe Uni versa] 1st Membership. 

In his report for the last two years 
the general superintendent of rhe Uni - 
versallat Church makes some sugges¬ 
tions that are attracting attention, not 
only among Un4 versa! 1st*, but tf|!*> 
among member* of other bodies. One 
of them relates to the Unlversallai for¬ 
ward movement. This movement has 
for its aim. or one of them, an Increase 
In membership of the denomination. 
The general superintendent points out 
from statistics of the year. Just pub¬ 
lished. that there Are far mor»* Unlver- 
salists outside of the Universalis! 
Oturrch than In It. 

The cUlm Is made of 52,400 families 
who say they are Ui>!\ersAllsts. But 
the record# of aJl Unlversallst churches 
show membership of onlv 62.000 &o 
thtre Is not one to a family, and so the 
general superintendent observes thcit 
a forward movement ought, to be log¬ 
ical. firm to undertake to get Unlver- 
sallsts Into their own church. He 
thinks that If this could be done the 
next two years might see an Increase 
In membership that would reach well 
toward 100.000. 

Another suggestion is that the gen¬ 
eral and State suptrfntcndenrie* l>e 
endowed. The denomination riumage* 
Its affairs by one official head who has 
something of the powers of a presiding 
bishop, all hough the office la not re¬ 
garded as having any episcopal power. 
Then In Stale* where Unlversallsts are 
strong enrcugh to support them there 
are State superintendents. The plea 
is that these c.>«*e to be financial bur¬ 
dens upon the churches, and that the 
superintendents he placed In such po¬ 
sitions as to support that they may 
have some authority !n fact a* well a* 
in name. 

For many years the Unlveraalist Gen¬ 
eral Convention met annually. Now It 
is changed to every other year, but tho 
statistic* continue to be compiled for 
each year The figure* for last year 
1 show a growth of 1.200 In membership 
j property valued at $10,600,000. and 
I contribution* for the year of $1,202,000. 
Marked advance w»* made In Houston. 
Tex., (hiring th« year, and ther** w ere 
two new properties acquired In New 
| England.

TEXAS PRESERVES HISTORIC 
CHAPEL AND FORTRESS. 


WHERE BATTLE WAS FOUGHT. 


Sao Antonio. Tex., Dec. 18— (Spe¬ 
cial.)—The ancient and historic Alamo 
building and Its surroundings have 
been restored to a good semblance of 
their original appearance recently by 
the removal of the wide and unsightly 
galleries which ran al *ng two aides cf 
the Mg stone and adobe structure ad¬ 
joining the chapel. These outside gal- 


the long overland Journey from Quero- 
tam. Mex.. for the purpose of bringing 
spiritual enlightenment to th* tribes «»f 
Indians who made this region their 
hunting ground. 

The walls of the original buildings 
•re nil that are now standing. The 
plat of ground, consisting of ;tb<»ut four 
acres, upon which the mission build¬ 
ings were located, was surrounded by a 
high stone wall as a means of probat¬ 
ing the white Inhabitants against any 
possible onslaught by -the Indians or 
other warring enemies. In those early 
days, however, the Indiana and the 
faithful religious workers were on 
torms of friendship and peace with one 
another. Practically &U of the labor of 
building the mission edifice* was per¬ 
formed by Indians, only the sculptural 
work being left to hotter-trained band¬ 
it was not until the trouble.somi? 
times of the early port of the lost 
century began that the Alamo mission 
was convert ed Into n ml lit a ry barracks 
and fortress In some of the stone 
buildings was stored ammunition, 
while In others wen* kept the supplies 
for the garrison.

Where Battle Was Fought, 

The historic hattle of the Alamo was 
not. as Is commonly supposed, fought 
by the Texans from the roof and Inside 
o-f the chapel a together. Much of the 
fighting wns done from the roof of the 
barracks building which hue Just teen 
restored to Us original appearance.

The Actors* Union. 

The German Minister of the Interior 
Is behind a law to give ths German ac- 
bora and opera singers a legal status 
like that of factory hands, and ths 
Reichstag will soon be asked to take 
action A society of stags performers 
is boosting the bill. 

Some of ths provisions are mention¬ 
ed In the following excerpt from a 
cablegram to the Chicago News. 

# *Ths proposed law authorises tha ere*- 
tlon of a stage Inspection commission em¬ 
powered to fix the number of hours actons 
may be required to work dally at rehears¬ 
als and performances and protects them 
from arbitrary discharge. The mesaure 
decrees that players must have four houre 
of rest before performances and that they 
must be protected from overwork while 
traveling It also fixes the minimum pe¬ 
riod In which they can be required to 
iearn new parts ’* 

From this beginning may eventually 
grow an Aotom* Union and a system of 
labor laws that will be of great benefit 
to the poor working men of the stag*, 
and also their sisters ami their cousins 
and their aunts. The time may come 
when the actor will have to rehearse 
only at hours stated In the statutes, 
ami when he can act "ffs he damn 
pleases,” to quote the phrase of a late 
Kentucky feud leader, secure In tha 
knowledge that his Job will not be for¬ 
feited as a result of Ms failure to 
Achieve an artistic portrayal. 

Seme actors might not look forward 
to the formation of an tryn-clad union 
with any special delight. There nr** 
actors who regard their work not a** 
labor, but as the practice of a profes¬ 
sion, exacting in Its demand*, uncer¬ 
tain In its rewrote. yet worthy of iho 
closest application and greatest seif- 
But there .are other*-<»r at 
least. *<* H seems from across the foot¬ 
lights—who are actors because they are 
net fer.d of the more arduous labor of 
carrying the useful, if humble, hod or 
performing the function of roustabout 
or stevedore. There are young woman, 
old women, ail sorts of women. In the 
chorua who have not. apparently, 
chosen tho Mage because of any espe¬ 
cial fitneaa to shine, but because It Is 
pleasanter to w<**r tights and kick 
good-naturedly to an audience than to 
wear an apron and kirk to the head 
of the household if a member of the 
household kicks about the avoirdupois 
of the roils or the toughness of ttje 
fiber of the flapjacks. To these stage 
laborers an organisation stipulating re¬ 
hearsal hours and fathering latoa to 
provide for plenty of rest before and 
after performances might be of value. 

One of the sound principles of union¬ 
ism and labor legislation Is that per¬ 
sona engaging In taxing occupations 
which do not offer u * opportunities 
for great rewards ehm.;d not be mode 
Slaves, it ta a popular Idea—If a pop¬ 
ular fallacy—that the "artist.” looking 
%rward tr» a possible $1,000 a week or 
more, together with the consolations of 
fanu*. ought to be willing to adapr 
Ms personal hzfctts and individual dis¬ 
like for sustained endeavor to the re¬ 
quirements of hla profession. Bui It i# 
plain that this vieV does not obtntn 
among the tollers of the stage In Ger¬ 
many. 

In addition to regulations ag to 
Jmurs there ought, of ‘-nirse, to be a 
merit trystem of pr* ‘Ion to star- 
hood. An apprentice, p should lead 
to a small part, a small part to a larger 
one, and so on. until the artist 1* plant¬ 
ed In the middle of the stage to serve 
as protagonist because af having served 
a given number of years In the ranks 
At present the system Is all wrong. 
There are “girls” in the chorus who 
arc venerable, and who are rheumatic 
from years of skipping about wearing 
insufficient clothing and a stage smile, 
while Miss Marie Dora and Miss 
"RMle" Burke are stars In their twen¬ 
ties. There arc aged, and perfectly 
deserving. men who carry wprars, or 
"buttle” In the stage household, while 
mere youths are Duke# or Earls and 
have all of tho fat lines put into their 
mouths and all of the heroines thrown 
into their arms. This Is a crying out- 
rags In the opinion of all right thinking 
men. 

Another evil that will he rooted out 
of stag* work when there l* a union 
and a proper gy«tem of stage labor 
lawa is that of overpay for the vaude- 


The Human Jack-Pot Idea. 

Mr Charles Dobba, u Socialist of tb.a 
city, takes the Courier-Journal to task, 
and thinks that he quotes it against 
itself by recalling the following passage 
from one of Its recont editorial utter- 
snees: 

“Nothing esn stay the rising tide of 
Socialism nil over the world, especially 
In England and America and on the 
Continent of Europe.

We are fairly 
together touching the Just and gen¬ 
eral complaint of the many against the 
few; that Ir. the Inequalities of the So¬ 
cial Order, of Government and Life. 
Hla cure for every malady is collect!- 
cibm. mutual ownership, the Socialistic 
propaganda touching uniformity of op¬ 
portunity. We know of no universal 
cure-all except Death and the Future 
8tate. 

Why sin and disease were sown In 
the blood and bone of men qufete bests 
us. But since they arc here, we conceive 
no eecaoe from them this side the 
grave. Mr. Dobbs thinks to make the 
Journey thither n picnic. Being a poor 
lost and abandoned critter, we cannot 
see It In those flora! aspects. 

It will hardly be denied that the world 
has grown apace. Some lessons It has 
learned and some It hss had to unlearn 
The dungeon of the castle keep no longer 
yawns for Innocent victims, but Is open 
wida for the Inspection of Idle tourists.

If so that time will mark the dawning 
of a brighter day. At present the 
opera la mystifying to the average 
American, and foreign phrasoa disguise 
the food In places of public entertain¬ 
ment so that neither the German <V 
Irish waiter, the negro cook or the 
plain American hungry man knows 
what the order means untess long 
familiarity with words he cannot trans¬ 
late has taught him that a given jum¬ 
ble of French means rabbit pie and an¬ 
other familiar tangle of wards from 
that language means potatoes served In 
their Jackets. But In the meantime 
why not abandon, rather than amend, 
tho word "esfe," which originally meant 
coffee house, snd Is now used to de¬ 
scribe sn eating place or a barroom? 
Why not use the simpler "barroom” 
when we mean barroom, snd restaurant 
when we don't? 

It la true that the term "restaurant** 
is considered by certain lexicographers 
of respectable standing open to the ob¬ 
jection which the Sun register* against 
cafe.” It is held by Mr. Webster, for 
the sake of Illustration, to be from the 
French word, “restaure-” meaning '•re¬ 
store.” "which see." as Mr. Webster 
tersely puts It. It should, upon this 
theory.*whlch wc shall proceed to show 
wholly erroneous, be pronounced "r s- 
to-rang.” with the emphasis on the last 
of the first syllable and the last of Ihe 
last; the Anal consonant t^ he at once 
swallowed and emphasised by a gym¬ 
nastic stunt which Is difficult for the 
American vocal apparatus to accom¬ 
plish. It may also be pronounced "rea- 
to-rant.” for the convenience of the 
seml-cultured who are not French 
scholars. And the groat common peo¬ 
ple, breaking away from hard and fast 
rules, caU It "nestrunt.*' 

The lexicographers are all wrong In 
contending that the word "restaurant" 
Is from the French equivalent of "re¬ 
store.” If It were, would it not be put 
ti the baser uses to which the word 
•'cafe” is put by persons who wish to 
be euphemistic, and to avoid the plainer 
word "bar'!*' Are there not ns many 
varieties of restoratives behind a bar 
as In an eating-house? By a process 
of elimination the fairly intelligent par¬ 
son must, therefore, arrive at tho con¬ 
clusion that Mr. Webster and his crowd 
slipped up thla time.

from drinking cups greater than In 
America, where sewage has not yet 
found its way into all of the streams in 
sufficient quantity to make them dead¬ 
ly, and where civilization Is not old 
enough for infectious diseases to be as 
prevalent as they are In the old world. 
Yet the precautions that are rigidly ad¬ 
hered to abroad might reasonably be 
kept in mind at home. 

A small Journal of protest called “The 
Cup Campaigner” Is In circulation, 
calling upjn other States to follow the 
example of the few that have Inaugur¬ 
ated campaign* against public drinking 
cups In railway stations. In schools and 
on railway trains. The fact that some 
railroads have abolished the drtnklng 
cui» voluntarily Is commented upon, and 
ths following mention of the supplan 
tntlon of a common cup by Individual 
ones Is made: 

“The cups used on the Lackawanna are 
made of paper stiffened with a coat of 
paraffine. Being round in the form of a 
glass, they art stacked—lOO or more-In 
a tube, which constitute* the upper part 
of a small vendor. This device is placed 
Immediately beside the water coo^r at 
one end of the coach Although there ere 
several typen of vendors, none of them 
extends more than five inches out from 
the panellhg. The machines ore nickel- 
plated and take nothing away from the 
artistic beauty of the handsomest coach. 
A passenger. Instead of using the dan¬ 
gerous common cup. places one cent (a 
nickel Is used In some parts of the West) 
In the slot, turns a small handle and gets 
a new. clean cup. H« may use his cup 
for the entire Journey or crumple It up 
and place It In a small receptacle below 
the cooler." 

Only two or three years ago a great 
deal of excitement resulted from the In¬ 
formation that a leper waa at large in 
one of ^h% Eastern States. The unfor 
tunate victim of the ignorance of a pub¬ 
lic that had a greatly exaggerated Idea 
of the danger of contamination, died of 
starvation or exposure as a result of a 
shotgun quarantine. If the average 
person had a full and definite knowledge 
of the readiness with which many vari¬ 
eties of disease, Including tuberculosis 
and contagious blood poison, may be 
communicated by the use of a common 
drinking cup. It would be apparent that 
custom permits to exist preventable 
in i gers to public health that should be 
regarded with more alarm than a single 
wandering Asiatic leper 

It may require a good deal of agita¬ 
tion to bring about legislation Custom 
ta a powerful opponent of reform. But 
the efforts of health boards and civic 
organisations, and special publications, 
to promote an agitation that will bring 
results are worthy snd should be ac¬ 
corded serious attention.

vJnce* the masses that they haw been 
outrageously cheated and despoiled. All 
of us wont to avoid the "brutality and 
crime” of a reign of terror. Iwt in my 
opinion the educational methods of 
Mr. Franklin Pierce and yourself are 
equally calculated to provoke eventual 
violence. 

Mr. Pierce wants to "go at the Re¬ 
publican party hell4>ent on the question 
of protective tariffs, etc." Ho assumes, 
entirely without warrant, that “protec¬ 
tive tariffs” are wholly responsible for 
our ills, when, as a matter of fact, tbs 
robbery through the tariff Is only one 
detail in a vast scheme of capitalistic 
despoliation. You may have free trade 
instead of a protective tariff and the 
people will still suffer. They suffer sore¬ 
ly In free trade England. If there were 
no tariff wall you could not force Amer¬ 
ican capitalists to compete with foreign 
capitalists. The dollar has no country 
and rather than compete one with the 
other a Yankee and a German would 
unite into a trust quicker thnn you can 
say "Jack Robinson" if by so doing they 
could make more money. But even If 
you could force a reduction In prices 
through international competition the 
people would not benefit because wage?* 
**vor> where are determined by the cost 
of living. If, without a protective tar¬ 
iff. it develops that one dollar will buy 
as much as two dollars buy now li 
won’t be long till wages are correspond¬ 
ingly reduced. 

Hence, it is clear that Mr. Pierce 
wants to get out and raise hell on an 
entirely fallacious assumption. He la a 
blind leader of the blind and when the 
people—finding themselves deceived by 
such leadership—turn In exasperation 
to "brutality and crime," such super¬ 
ficial thinkers and hell-roaring reform¬ 
ers as Mr. Pierce wjll be responsible. 

As to the cause of our Ills you ap¬ 
pear to be in agreement with Mr. 
Pierce though you reveal from tlmo to 
time jtn appreciation of the fact thaj 
continually changing "paramount Is¬ 
sues” are but political springes to catch 
unwary woodcocks. 

Obviously the first step in curing ills 
Is to know thetr causes. Something 
equally obvious Is the fact that the one 
problem underlying all other social, re¬ 
ligious and political problems Is the 
problem of the relations of Capital and 
JAbor. But this Is the problem which 
none of you Democratic reformers will 
tackle except In the most gingerly 
fatshlon. Bryan, tearing passion to tat¬ 
ters, declaims that the capitalistic 
minions shall not press down upon the 
brow uf Labor a crown of thorns, but 
the one role sticker in the thorny crown 
which he spoaifltvs is the abuse nf the 
Injunction. All the rest is flabby plat¬ 
itude about the “nobility of lAbor" and 
the horny-handed workingman being 
the "bone and sinew” of our clilzenrv 

You liave got to get down to brass 
tacks If wc aro to be spared ''brutality 
and crime" in tho inevitable revolu¬ 
tion. You pave got to pay attention 
to the life of the lowly, to the appalling 
and progressive degeneracy of the poor- 
You have got to treat intelligently and 
sympathetically ttie struggles of labor, 
organized and unorganized. You can’t 
hide behind the smug and untrue dec¬ 
laration that "the Interests of capita] 
and labor are identical.” Thoe* Inter¬ 
ests are diametrically opposed, floolai- 
Ism. which you declare is inevitable, 
means the eventual triumph of the 
working class over the capitalist class. 

If it mart come, how may we pre¬ 
pare the way that It may come peace¬ 
fully? In the first place, we have got 
to stop dodging. Then we have got to 
make up our minds that the present 
red-nocked aristocracy cannot be whee¬ 
dled into a recognition of the trend of 
the times. We have got to see that the 
salvation of civilization lies In a pro¬ 
gressive application of the principles of 
eo-called "social legislation" In city, 
state and nation. We have got to get 
away from generalities sucto as you 
utter about "tho rights of man" and 
become specific In the inculcation of 
those "rights." *

Secretary Wilton, uf the Department uf 
Agriculture, now enjoys the distinction of 
having been a Cabinet member longer 
than any mar* tn thoffiistory of this coun¬ 
try. the record having been previously 
held by Oallatln. who wss Secretary of 
the Treasury under Jefferson and Madison 
and who served some twelve years and 
nine months. The record was passed by 
Wilson tiffs month. He first became Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture under President Mc¬ 
Kinley on March 6. 191, and therefore has 
served under three Preeldenle continuous¬ 
ly. which is a record in lUelf, being more 
than any man has done heretofore. The 
irerrotary is In good health and indus¬ 
trious and likes his post, and Is likely to 
stay on for some years yet. su that lie 
should make n record wh.ch will be harJ 
for any Cabinet minister to surpass lor 
some time, and probably it will stand for 
a century at least.

the Spanlih-Amerlcan war. Frauce was 
driven almost to a rupture over an In¬ 
significant blockade incident.

A duna. Asia Minor. Nbv. 19.— 
Through the klndne** of my traveling 
companion. Prince Chadhovakoy. the 
Imperial Consul, en routo to his post 
to Damascus, we paid a visit to-day to 
the scene of the massacre of the thir¬ 
ty-four thousand Armenian* at Tarsus, 
Adana and regions round about. The 
prince In a devout Greek, his mother 
and grandmother load In the main 
charity work of Russia, especially at 
Moscow, where we saw the orphans' 
home which each year shelters 6,000 
children. He telegraphed the Russian 
agent and wr w »>re met by the Gov¬ 
ernment boat at Mer*lna and conveyed 
ashore, where w*e took the train for 
Adana. 

Recent Hood* hud swept away the 
railroad track In many plac**, the re¬ 
pairing wras hasty and rude so the 
train ran as slow as In the Confederate 
war time* after a raid.

At Paul’s Birthplace. 

Our first stop was at Tarsus, the 
birthplace of the Apostlo Paul. Our 
Journey by sea had been along the 
route he took when he appealed to 
Caesar and went from Jerusalem to 
Rome- W«> pasaed Cyprus at nlghi. 
where when Barnabas and Paul con¬ 
tended about taking Mark, "who de¬ 
parted from them fnr»m Painphllla and 
went not to the. work, and th** conten¬ 
tion was so sharp between them that 
they departed asunder one from the 
other, and so Barnabas took Mark nnd 
salted unto Cyprus, and Paul chose 
Silas and departed’’ (Acts iv., 3R. 40.)

FAILURE. 


TAGOART STILL HEADS A HAR¬ 
MONIOUS DEMOCRACY. 


BEVERIDGE’S DANDER IS UP. 


Indianapolis. Dec. 1ft. — (Special.) — 
Thre«- day* have elapsed since the Su¬ 
preme Court of Indiana declared the 
county option law constitutional, there¬ 
by clinching the hold of the ant I-saloon 
force* on the ’’dry" territory of the 
State, but the Democratic leader* have 
pot yet discovered that the decision 
ha* in any way Injured their chance* 
for victory in 1910. On the contrary, 
tlx i^iellef. based on a number of con¬ 
ferences and long-distance telephone 
message* with district and county lead¬ 
ers, 1* that the chances have been bet¬ 
tered. 

The unpopularity of the county op¬ 
tion law in communities where It I* be¬ 
ing tried Is the element In the situation 
•which ha* prevented the Democrats 
from feeling nonplussed at the outcome 
of the Interacting case. While In 
dozen* of communities which have 
voted “dry'* there wa* a hope expressed 
that the law would be upheld. It was 
not because the law* was popular, but

I T Is a melancholy thing to consider 
that every year about 100.000 
Christmas gifts sent through th* 
malls In this country are lost and 
never delivered. One-fourth of alt ths 
packages thut find their way to the Dead 
Letter Office at Washington In the 
course of a year are Christmas pres¬ 
ents. And. It may be added, the great 
bulk of the lost parrels addressed to 
foreign countries consist of Christmas 
gifts—tho rfeason being that very com¬ 
monly such packages ore not mailed in 
accordance with the requirements of th* 
law. 

There are two ways to send a parcel 
abroad, it may go (with full prepay¬ 
ment) at the international* letter rate, 
which Is 6 cents for the first ounce and 
8 cents for each additional ounce— 
though for England or Germany It re¬ 
quires only 2 cents an ounce. /Or It 
may go by parcels post~in which case 
a formal custom# declaration, properly 
executed by the sender at a post-ofilce, 
must be attached to It, wKh prepayment 
at 12 cents a pound or fraction thereof, 
if sent to Bolivia. Chile, Ecuador, or 
Peru. It must be prepaid at 30 cents an 
ounce. But there ate a few countries, 
Russia being one of them, whth which 
Uncle Sam has no parcels post agree¬ 
ment. A package addressed to Russia 
must go at letter rates. So It Is easy 
to see why. with all tnese complications, 
90 many bundles addressed at Christ¬ 
mas time to pec*>le In Europe and else¬ 
where abroad find their way to the Dead 
Lettt'r Office. 

Whenever It Is practicable, undrilver- 
able Christmas present are returned to 
the tenders. But It is surprising how 
few of them are marked with, or con¬ 
tain, th* senders* addresses. An inclosed 
card bearing the words, "From Anal* to 
Willie, with wishes for a merry Christ¬ 
mas." is not a very satisfactory clew. 
Consequently, Annie’s little gift goes 
Into the Government*# wastebasket. 
This means that it Is kept tor on* year 
on ft shelf at the Post-office Department 
at Washington, and then sold. Lot* of 
people send candy and cake through 
the mall at Christmas time. Such stuff 
Is dumped at the Dead Letter Office 
In quantities, and Is Immediately 
thrown sway. Dst It attract mice and 
rats The officials In charge of the 
Dead letter «»ffice are corytlmioUy en¬ 
gaged in fighting rats and mice, which- 
have no respect for Christmas gifts, and 
which like to mAke their nests among 
the lost parcels, tearing them to piece* 
and devouring their contents. If edible. 

All bundles, however, that contain 
anything of value are held for a twelve- 
month. and then are sold at auction— 
the annual net proceeds being about 
810,000. This proves a very satisfactory 
Christmas present for Uncle Sam. 
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j MEN WHO WILL FIGHT FOR THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY’S LIFE.

ORTEMER F. BLLinTT. John 
G. Mllbum, John O. John¬ 
son, David T. Watson, 
Moritz Rosenthal. John B. 
Miller—will these half-dozen men b* 
able to save the most famous of the 
world's trusts from dissolution? 

For this is the array of eminent 
counsel that the Standard Oil Com- 
. pony will have before the United 
States Supremo Court when that great 
body is asked to pnss upon the de¬ 
cision of the United State* Circuit 
Court of Appeals, r**- ently made, that 
th* Standard Oil Company restrains 
trade and stifles competition In direct 
Violation of the Shernmn anti-trust act 
and. therefore, must be dissolved. In 
other words, tbeso are the half-dozen 
of men who will fight for the great 
oil trust as It «tan<D in the lost ditch. 
Clearly, It is to be an epochal battle In 
which they are to take part, and if they 
should lose—-? But In any event, from 
now on until the Republic's final Judi¬ 
cial tribunal hands down Its decision, 
they are pretty sure to be continually 
In the public eye, and their actions 
uppermost in the minds of a good 
many citizens of the land. 

On the fourteenth Hour of 26 Broad¬ 
way, a building which has national 
notoriety, since It Is the home of the 
Standard Oil Company, and in a suite 
cf offices which hav«* such Houthem 
exposure that It Is pDsslble to t#w c ep 
from the windows pretty much all of 
New York Bay. the gem-ral counsel of 
the Standard ‘>11, Mortimer K. Elliott, 
passes from eight to ten hours every 
week day Immersed In the heavy rc- 
aponfflbilltk"** of hi# position. Since 
the death of 8. C. T. Dadd In 1507, the 
man who fi r ymrs was known tar and 
wide as tho subliminal » If of tno 
Standard Oil, Mr. Elliott ha* been the 
company’s general counsel.

First Fought Standard. 



For a long time before that he was 
its chief attorney, or solicitor, und. us 
in the case with Mr, Dodd, he was 
taken Into the employ of the Standard 
because ho fduftht it so well us a young 
lawyer. You may remember Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller's ramoo* dictum regarding Mr. 
Do#id, when h«* was told of the latter’s 
ability to cope successfully with the 
Standard's attorneys. “We want that 
man.” As a troublesome opponent of 
Mr. Dodd hlniMdr, Mr. Elliott caused 
the former V> say, in effect, “We aunt 
that man." After thut Mr. Elliott 
worked with, and not against, the gen- 

Born and bred in Tioga, a western 
Pennsylvania county—Mr. Dodd al*> 
wu* born and bred In that section of 
the country—Mr. Elliott had no advan¬ 
tages of wealth or family influence to 
help him get started in life In fact, h# 
had no little struggle to support him¬ 
self while he w&* reading law In hL* 
home town, and when at !ffi#t he was 
able to hang out his shingle his chief 
asfet was Ids confidence that if he hud 
patience enough client# would ultimate^ 
Jy come to him to make him comfort¬ 
able In life. 

Gradually, clients did com* the young 


lawyer's way, Aocause he demonstrated 
In his first cases his ability to win 
from older heads. Rut he was Just 
beginning lo get & fnirly good practice 
for a young lawyer when an unexpected 
whirligig of politics brought him face 
to face wdth what he thought was a 
great opportunity, and that was the op¬ 
portunity to become a National legis¬ 
lator. to enter National politic*. 

This was In 1882. The Republican 
party In Pennsylvania wa* in a bad 
condition. It hud split Into two fac¬ 
tions. Each faction had nominated a 
candidate for Governor, and also a 
candidate for Oongressman-at -large. 

The young lawyer, Mortimer F. El¬ 
liott. was ii Democrat. He had taken 
some minor part In politics, occasion¬ 
ally making sp^che# which attracted 
no little local att« »tk>n. At any rate, 
they hod attracted enough attention to 
thrir maker by the time the year 1882 
oome around to cause the Democratic 
politicians to present themselves b*-for»’ 
Mr. Eltiott and tell him that If ho 
would accept the party*# nomination 
for Congressman-at*large he would be 
elected. In all probability. 

Quite naturally, Mr. Elliott wa* 
tempted by the offer and the prospect 
of election contained in the phrase “In 
all probability.” But right there he 
thought of the expense of conducting 
the campaign, and that made him give 
heed to the state of his pocketbook. 
with the result that he explained to his 
hearers that the expense of making the 
race would be beyond hi* nvems. and. 
therefore, he feared h* would ha.v* to 
refuse th* nomination. 


"Oh. if that’s the only thing studd¬ 
ing In th* way,” wa* th* reply, 
”ple<i*e don't let It worry you. Wsll 
look out for the expense money." 

Bo Mr Elliott accepted the nomina¬ 
tion. and when the votes were counted 
on election night It was found that he 
had triumphed by a handsome plurality 
over his nearest opponent In a usually 
banner Republican State. And when the 
House of Representatives was organized 
the following year one of the curious 
features of It that caused wide com¬ 
ment wu* that Its two youngest mem¬ 
ber# were both Democrats from Penn¬ 
sylvania—Georg* A. Post, who was only 
26. and Mortimer F Elliott, barely 
turned 710 years of age. 

Two year# later Mr EUtott found 
hlm#Hf confronted with the question, 
“Shall I remnln In politic* or return to 
law?” He head political ambition. Just 
as almost evtry young lawyer In West¬ 
ern Pennsylvania hnd at that timo, and 
especially the Democrats. For a Urn* 
Mr Elliott wo* greatly tempted to re¬ 
main In politic# and try for anotlmr 
nomination; for It looked to him us 
though Grover Cleveland would be 
elected President and the Democratic 
party placed in powar ail along the line. 
But. finally, a* many another young 
C<*n^r#‘»Hman hod done, he reached the 
conclusion that If he remained in poli¬ 
tic#. even to the small extent of nerving 
only one m »r*# term In Congress, he 
would probably ruin his pro#|>ects as 
a lawyer, and. after ull, the law really 
was h»s mistress Then. too. he realized 
that, sooner or later. Pennsylvania 


would probably b* solidly Republican 
again, and when (hat time oame h* 
would bo out of the\aw and out of pol¬ 
itics at one and the same time. So he 
declined hi* party’s offer of renomInac¬ 
tion and went back to his law office. 

It so happened that about the time 
that Mr. Elliott made hts brief venture 
Into politics, there came the opening of 
the new oil regions in what was then 
called tho Bradford district oC North¬ 
western Pennsylvania and Southwest¬ 
ern New York. This mad* business of 
all kind#, and especially law business, 
very active In that district, and Mr. 
Elliott wa* asked by a lawyer of Brad¬ 
ford to try a good many of his cose* 
for him 

A# a young man he had been much 
Interested in the opening of th* oil 
field# of Western Pennsylvania, and 
some of hi# law practice had been con¬ 
sequent upon thU new business, but It 
was not very important. But when 
he wa# called upm to take up Impor¬ 
tant litigation* In the Bradford district, 
Mr. Elliott found himself In th© very 
I hick of perplexities, embarrassments 
and chaotic conditions duo to th© sud¬ 
den and enormous development not 
only of oil but of natural gas Th* 
hi a * were conflicting, and In some mat¬ 
ters thor* wen* no laws at all. It wa# 
a good dml ilk- the condition which 
follow# the opening of a newly discov¬ 
ered gold field, where common interest 
ttnd sense of self-protection lead to 
agreement upon certain rule* and prac¬ 
tices which hAv© alt the fore© of stat- 
ut* law. Mr. Elliott determined to mas¬ 


ter all that th* statute* and fhe record 
of cases could teach Jilm of th* legal 
side of the production of oil, but he 
found that in order to do this it wa* 
necessary for him to learn oil about 
th* production of oil and the marketing 
of it. At that time the Standard Oil 
Company had not simplified and sys¬ 
tematized the production of oil. 

There or* many persons In Western 
Pennsylvania now who remember see¬ 
ing the young lawyer studying oil 
well*, watching th* laying of pipe line*, 
taking careful heed of th* manner in 
which oil was shipped, and, hod you 
seen him at work acquiring this knowl¬ 
edge. you might hav© thought that he 
wa# planning tho construction of a re- 
flnwry. ■<> Intently did he watch the 
progress of refining o!L There was also 
the uhsolutoJy new proposition follow¬ 
ing the production of natural go#, for 
him to master. 

In a short time It became noised 
abroad In the dlstriot that If any ono 
wanted a competent lawyer who knew 
all about oil and gas. both from the 
legal and practical sld* and who was 
competent to serve either as counsel 
for plaintiff or for defendant, the man 
w«l# Mortimer F Elliott. In a short 
time, too, li* became so driven with 
buaineas that he li*d hardly time to 
got th© shep that he needed to keep 
him In proper fighting trim. Right 
from the start, almost he gained a 
reputation for being a lawyer who won 
his oases, a reputation largely result¬ 
ing from hts policy to settle out of 
court ail ths coses he could unless he 


was fairly confident that h* could win 
In a court fight. 

Sometimes he had the Standard Oil 
Company itself as an opponent. Then, 
again, in other cases, he was retained 
by some of the minor officers of that 
corporation. Many time* he run up 
against the late Samuel C. T. Dodd, 
who. from b6lng one of th* most for- 
mldablo of the lawyers who fought tho 
Standard OH In Its early days, at last 
became It# general counsel. 

Mr. Elliott attracted the attention 
not only of Mr. Dodd, but of the lead¬ 
ing forces of the Standurd Oil Com¬ 
pany, because of his skill In handling 
case#, his knowledge of the entire his¬ 
tory of oil production, and th# laws 
and litigation that followed the estab¬ 
lishment of this burin©##. He was a 
perfect walking encyclopedia on oil. The 
lat© Daniel O’Ehiy. one of the most 
powerful Intellects of the Standard OH 
Company, regarded the young lawyer 
as the best-Informed man upon the sub¬ 
ject of oil. and the relation of oil pro¬ 
duction and it# marketing to statute 
law. to be found anywhere In Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

At last, the Standard Oil leaders void 
one to another "Here Is a man whom 
we ought to bring Into the Standard Oil 
family ” Someone Migge^fed that ho 
had brought suits against the company 
In times past, and to this answer was: 
“Yes, and h* usually won them.’' So 
Mr. Elliott was staked to identify him¬ 
self exclusively with Standard OH to 
Us orno It# attorney. Its general solici¬ 
tor. La presage, and probably pecun¬ 


iary returns. Mr. Elliott doubtless bos 
never regretted his connection with the 
Standard OH. As for that company’s 
opinion of Mr Elilott, Its elevation or 
him to general counsel, following the 
death of Mr. Dodd, tells the story. 

It wo* Mr. Elliott who marshalled the 
counsel that represented his company 
In the recent sensational litigation end¬ 
ing In a court order of dissolution of 
the company.

Mr Elliott Is of powerful 
frame, though a little under medium 
stature. He ha# Iron gray hair and 
mustache, a smile of cordiality, and 
eyes that are full of twtMklcs. betray¬ 
ing hi# abundant #ense W humor. In 
hi# leisure moments he delights to chat 
about hlg brief experiences in poli¬ 
tic*. and once he get# started on this 
theme, he probably will not turn th* 
r-;»Mi*n until h© ha# declared th.it 
one of the keenest regrets of his entire 
career is that one of the d*-are»t friends 
he ever had. the late Samuel J. Randall, 
was defeated for the speakership of the 
House of Representatives by John G. 
Carlisle. 

One of Mr. Elliott's five eminent col¬ 
leagues with whom he 1# In frequent 
conference IS John G. Mllbum, whose 
name sprung Into national promi¬ 
nence When th* telegraph flashed th* 
tragic now© that President McKinley 
had been shot at Buffalo and that hs 
hod been removed to the home of Mr 


Mllbum. There the stricken President 
died; there Mr Roosevelt took the oath 
of office; and so It came about that th* 
name of John G. Mibbum will be cou¬ 
pled for oil time In American history 
with the careers of President# McKin¬ 
ley and Roosevelt. 

I believe It is the general notion that 

President McKinley nut his death by 
reason of the fact that he desired to 
attend the Buffalo Exposition as such. 
In reaMty, hi# death wa* due to th* 
fact that he desired to ©pend a day or 
two at the fair in order to pleas* his old 
friend, Mr Mftburn. who wa* the presi¬ 
dent of th© enterprise 

Th© friendship of th© two men dated 
back to the years before Mr McKin¬ 
ley was Governor of Ohio. When th* 
Utter wa# Ohio’* chief execyuttv* h* 
mad© a brief vacation trip tp New 
York City. Chatting with Uirtfriend. 
William L. Strong, afterward 1 ' M# yor of 
New York, und one or two other men 
of prominence. Gov McKinley spoke of 
a proposition of which h© had heard, 
but which wa# then not publicly agi¬ 
tated. for a world s fair to be held In 
Buffalo. !!#» said he had been told of 
th© project by his friend. John G. MU- 
burn and he added: “You may be #ur* 
that if Mllbum take# hold of It. It will 
he a sue . He is an extremely good 
lawyer, but I sometimes think that h* 
is a better executive." 

Some one of the party suggested that 
Mr. Mllburn wa# a Democrat.

It 
seemed that the new President had the 
notion that he must discourage what he 
called the wanton destruction of small 
evergreen trees at Christmas time, but 
Mr. Pinchot, the Government's chief 
forester, skied with Santa Claus and 
showed hmr Christmas tree cutting did 
the forests good In many places. So 
the second winter the Roosevelts spent 
In th* White House Old Krie conspired 
with the rojmlnh Archie to give the fam¬ 
ily a real Christmas tree, whether the 
nature-loving President liked It or not. 
So after the present* had ail been at¬ 
tributed In the library this young sprite 
took hi* father by the hand and after 
leading him to an old closet opened the 
door upon a little Christ mar tree all 
studded with miniature electric lights 
and hung with presents for members of 
the family. And after the President hod 
finished Laughing at Archie's prank he 
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When that Chief Magistrate moved 
Into the White House for the second 
time. In 1898, ho brought with him lit¬ 
tle Ruth, and then, two months be¬ 
fore the next Christmas. had come tiny 
Esther. So the Yuletlde* after that 
found four little storking* In a row 
before the Christina* tree, and Santa 
Claus, after Ailing them, delivered to 
the owner* all kind* <*f costly pltiy- 
rhlng*. And Just us though she were 
one of their little princesses, the rulers 


were found on Christmas eve* but 
those of Ruth came to be mimed, for 
she passed away to the good place 
where every day 1* </5hri*tma* and 
where her father now Mvoa with her.

L ONDON. Dec. 9.—Twenty year* 
ago this Christmas host* of the 
late Queen Victoria’s friend* 
received dainty cards contain¬ 
ing her Majesty'« greetings. Four 
year* later this sensible solution of the 
problem of remembering their thou¬ 
sand* of friends at Christina* time was 
adopted by the present ruler* of Groat 
Britain, then the Prince and Prince** 
of Wale*. It has since become a cus¬ 
tom, and the hdnor of preparing Christ¬ 
mas cords for the German Emperor, 
the Czar nnd Czarina of Russia, the 
King and Queen of Italy and the King 
and Queen of .Spain ha* &|so been con¬ 
ferred upon an English firm. 

Every year a group of carefully and 
artistically executed designs la sent to 
each of the above royal personages* In 
order that the final, one chosen In each 
case may be somewhat representative 
of the personal tustr of the sovereign. 

The Christmas card of the English 
sovereign this year, for instance, ho* 
a dignity which Is symbolic of the na¬ 
tion. It represents a scene In King 
Arthur's great hall at th- Palace of 
Camelot. A large company of lords 
und ladles and knights are gathered 
to witness the ccninony of King Ar- 
siur’s admitting Sir Trie* ram, one of 


the best knight* and the genUent, to 
the Fellowship of the Round Table, On 
the right of the picture Sir Lancelot, 
a prominent figure on his whit* 
charger, stands sponsor for the kneel¬ 
ing Sir Tristram. The original picture 
wa* painted by Howard Davie. Mr. 
Davie ha* also painted the Queen’* 
cord, a beautiful panel representing 
Queen Philippa pleading with King 
Edward I IT. for the Uvea of the citizens 
of Calais In 1847. 

A historic Incident In Temple Gar¬ 
den* is the subject of the Christmas 
card chosen by the ITince of Wale*. 
It* title 1* "The Rose* of York and 
Lancaster." 

It wa* a felicitous Idea to select for 
representation on the Princes* of 
Wales* card a little boy—Alfred the 
Great—reading to his mother. Queen 
Otbitrga. 

Singularly Appropriate, too, 1* the 
subject for the German Emperor'* 
Christmas greeting U> hi* friends— 
Henry VIII. embarking on the "Gre.it 
Harry" In Dover Harbor. May 31, 1520, 
on hi* visit to Francis I. of France, the 
meeting which became famous ns thAt 
of the "Field of the Cloth of Gold ." 
Though the ’Orest Harry" In the plc- 
torlal representation ih far more fan¬ 
tastic titan the smug warship* of the 
Kaiser, one easily can corroKte them. 


Anything nautical hiw* always hit ths 
Kaiser hard. Yachting os a fashion¬ 
able pastime waa almost unknown in 
Germany before the KaU**r ascended 
the throne. but during hla reign he 
has made It one of the incut popular 
of national amusement* 

The young Queen of Spain has chosen 
a painting of a Madonna and Child. It 
Is Interesting to note that the hair of 
the Madonna Is flaxen and shadows a 
sweet English fac**. The queen her¬ 
self ho* flaxen hair and la a typical 
English girl 

On*' of the most charming of the 
royal Christmas card* I* that selected 
by the King and Qu**©n of Italy. The 
artist is Harriet Bennett. Painted In 
delicate tones the picture represents 
a mother holding a child clos* to her 
breast. The heads of angel* with their 
wing* tucked snugly beneath their lit¬ 
tle chin* are hovering above the 
mother. 

The queen was delighted with the 
painting and to mark her appreciation 
of It she presented to the munnger of 
the art company a gold cigarette cose, 
on th.* outsldr of which Is the royal 
monogram In blue enamel, surrounded 
by tiny diamond* and ruble*. 

The Christmas card of the Empress 
Alexandra of Russia ha* a beauty that 
1 * poignant It represent© a durk- 
hslred Madonna with a rather sod face, 
shielding her child, who gazes at her In 
helpless adoration. Though the Czar¬ 
ina 1* a hlgh-souled. liberal-minded, 
generous, loving woman of the most 
refined taste*, no one can adequately 


describe the proround depths of the 
unhappiness of this imperial woman. 
Day and night *h« broods over the 
condition of Russia and over the Isola¬ 
tion of the Imperial family. Often she 
starts up from the gloomy reverie* 
which have grown habitual to her In 
a sudden g\wt of fear that assassin* 
who have »o often chosen the ruler* 
of Russia a* tholr victims might be 
at hand. At other time* she storm* 
Into the nursery to make sure that 
her beloved children are all ajlve. She 
realizes with dread clearness of com¬ 
prehension that death hover* over her 
husluind and her family, to that every 
morning she cannot know whether zhi» 
will be able to clasp them In her arm* 
at evening. 

Furthermore, the painting of white 
calla lillc* «»n the border of the Czar¬ 
ina'* Christmas card 1* a tlalJrate 
tribute to her purity. During the four¬ 
teen year* of her life at tho Russian 
court the Czarina has resolutely op¬ 
posed the Immoral tendencies prevalent 
In the Imperial circles. Her own Ilf© 
has been blameless and she has exclud¬ 
ed from her own circle hli those wom¬ 
en who could be Identided a* partici¬ 
pants In scandalous affair*. Alt hough 
she could not overcome tho custom* 
und tradition* of centuries, neverthe¬ 
less her influence on the imperial court 
1* keenly manifest 

If one wonted to prove that royal 
Parsonage* were beautifully human, 
thdr selection of this year's Christmas 
card* would be sufficient.

White House a* holiday time*, and they 
sometimes brought their schoolmates 
wtth them. 

St. Nicholas remember* well two lu¬ 
lls chaps In knickerbockers—Irvin and 
Abram—who moved Into the executive 
mansion with the Garfields and who 
rode their velocipedes over the pave¬ 
ments around their new home. 

They had two older brothers, who 
had Just entered the freshman class at 
Williams—Harry Augustus, who. this 
year became president of that college, 
end Jain©* Rudolph, who recently sat 
In the Cabinet of Theodore Roosevelt. 
But the pride of the White House In 
the Garfield administration wa* "Mol- 
1!©**—a ro*y-cheeked little loo*, whose 
eyes were described by a chronicler of 
that time a* "overrunning with laugh- 
t«r." On the Christ nine after their 
ratheri* election these children had put 
great store on the next Yuletlde. when 
all of them rxpected to b© together at 
the White House, But the crazy man 
who shot their father the following 
summer deprived them of this Joy. 
However, Santa Claus visited them Just 
tb© same a* he had done In th© old 
day*. Indeed, he and Gen. Garfield 
had oft©n conspired to make little Mol-' 
ly the happiest of tiny girl*. 

No family ever filled the White House 
with a brighter Christmas spirit than 
that of President Hay©*, who brought 
with him to that stately home two 
youngster*—Fanny, aged 1*V and Scott, 
aged 7. There were three other nans— 
W©bb. acting as his father's confiden¬ 
tial secretary; Birchard, a practicing 
lawyer*, and Rutherford, who wa* away 
at school. But the whole family united 
always on Christmas, when their moth¬ 
er made It a rule to give forty turkeys 
to the poor. And the children always 
had their Christmas tree, around which 
the lltlle tot* of the Cabinet families 
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made merry. Of course. Fanny was the 
belle of Che children's parties In tho*o 
four years, and a Washington woman, 
who was much in soolety In those days, 
ha* shown the writer a pretty picture 
of thi* little American "princes**," and 
her younger brother as they appeared 
at a fancy drees holiday ball—she in 
a gown with a long train and he In a 
soldier's uniform. Indeed, those were 
lively holiday times, for Mr*. Hare* 
was continually filling her big official 
horn© with bright young girls, and one 
©f these—a Cincinnati lassie of sweet 
sixteen—had such a delightful time 
that, after one of these visit*, she 
went home and declared to her mother 
that she intended to marry only "a man 
destined to be President." Thi* little 
girl was Helm Herron, the daughter 
of President Hayes* law' partner, and 
her ambitions were later realized. for 
to-day *he 1* mistress of the WhJto 
House.

A White House Xmas Ball. 

How the Grant children came home 
to the White House for their holiday* 
—NeIHe and Ulysses from school, and 
Fred from West Point—Is also remem¬ 
bered by Santa Claus. He recall* how 
they wore greeted wKh delight by their 
brother Jesse and how Gen. Sherman 
used to come over on Christmas nights 
and romp with them. And. too. he 
recollects well the Whit© House frolics 
of the three little Andies of President 
Johnson's tim©—little Andy, Jr., Just 
entering his teen*, and the two little 
grandsons, Andy Stover and Andy Pat¬ 
terson. the last at whom had a little 
sister, Belle. Indeed, one of the mer¬ 
riest holiday parties ever enjoyed by 
the children of the White House was 
that of Christmas week. 1868. when 
President Jbhnson gave a dance to 400 
little boys ami girl*, who. In the great 
earn room, executed the waltzes, polkas 
and lancer* which they had learned at 
Marini’s Dancing Academy Two little 
girl* on that festive occasion danced 
a Bpanlsh danco and at the end of the 
evening the elder White House gmwt* 
tripped gayly through a Virginia reel. 

But old Kris wa* never fonder of 
anv children than he was of the two 
Lincoln boy*. WUlie and 'Tad," who 
were aged 10 and 8 when their father 
became President. But poor little Wil¬ 
lie was destined to enjoy but one 
i*hrl*tma* In th© big house of the na¬ 
tion, for he died after living in it Just 
a little over a year Then "Tad." after 
hi* sorrow had somewhat healed, used 
to amuse hi* playmate* in a theater 
which he fitted up In an unoccupied 
room And this selfish "Tad" had a goat, 
too which the father once found chew¬ 
ing her cud In the middle of the boy's 
bed. How this lad one Christmas suc¬ 
cessfully appealed to his father to over¬ 
rule th© cook's objection to his feast¬ 
ing a lot of rAgg'd street urchin* on 
turkey and cranberry sauce In the 
kitchen has long been told In Washing- 
top Tad’s elder brother "Bob"—now 
president of the Pullman Company— 
wa* In thoise day* a student at Cam¬ 
bridge and 1* now the only surviving 
child of the Lincoln*, for poor Tad. 
when but 18. Joined his father and 
brother Willi© tn "the land that 1* 
brighter than day." 

Ju*t before Tad’s reign In the White 


House had fallen the longest and lone¬ 
liest stretch of time that St Nick ever 
exj>erieneed In that old place. For 
ther* had been James Buchanan, the 
old bachelor President, and Just before 
him Franklin Pierce, whose flr»t two 
children had died In infancy and whose 
only other child, a lad of 18. had been 
killed In a railway accident three 
months before his father’s inauguration 
Nor did Millard Fillmore bring any 
little ones with him to th© Chief Magis¬ 
trate's house, for his children were 
both grown and unmarried. Mias Mary 
being a dignified schoolmistress and 
young Millard a practicing attorney. 
And Zachary Taylor'* youngest child. 
"Betty," who died only this year, wa* 
a grown lady of 18 when he became 
President, while, worse and mor© of It. 
President Polk, who came Just before 
thi*. hAd only an adopted child—a 
grown nephew 

But Just beyond thi* barren waste 
of twenty childless Christmases at the 
White House Santa could remember 
those presided at by little Alice Tyler, 
who. when she first came to live In 
the big mansion, wa* a lass of 12, de¬ 
scribed by her father a* "the fattest 
thing and the *w'©rte*t and the worst 
you ever saw.'* 8h© had a little broth¬ 
er. Tazewell, and a lot of grown up 
brother* and sisters. There was also 
a handful of m«*rry grandchlldrrn In 
this presidential family, and to one of 
these, little Mary Falrlle Tyler, the 
Chief Magistrate one Christmas week 
gave a grand fancy dress ball In the 
great east room, where the tiny host¬ 
ess, a* Titanla, queen of the fairies, 
with gauzy wing* and silver scepter, 
sat upon a miniature throne, while her 
IIlllputInn courtier* bow'ed before her. 

And Just before President Ty)©r there 
h»d been another doting grandfather 
In the Whit© H«*u»©~William Henry 
Harrison, who at the time of his Inau¬ 
guration had a little grandson of seven 
who thought he wo© cheated out of 
White House Christ man forever when 
his good old grandpa died a/ter being 
F'resklenit but a few week* But per¬ 
haps It wa© through the aid of Santa 
Claus—who know*?—that the same dis¬ 
appointed little boy did have four very 
happy Yuletlde* In the same White 
House, where he became the second 
President Harrison, the grandpa «if 
Baby McKee. 

President Van Buren did not give old 
Kris Krlngl© much chance for fun In 
the White House, for his children were 
all grown nnd dignified when he moved 
in. while no grandchildren arrived until 
after he moved out.

Old Hickory’s Yuletlde*. 

But Just before "Little Van's" stay 
thsrrio th© big house had suited Santa 
Clou* full well, for it had rung with 
the laughter of a merry group of ba¬ 
bies who gladdened tb© heart of the 
childless and now widowed Andrew 
Jackson. These were the children of 
that President’* adopted won. Andrew 
Jackson. Jr., and of hla private secre¬ 
tary. Andrew Donaldson. And before 
Old Hickory had come John Qulrwjy 
Adams, with a family of sons, but they 
were all too old for Santa Ciaun when 
they moved Into the "President's Pal¬ 
ace." a* It wa* called In those day*, 
and It all seemed very quiet at holiday 
time without a little girl such as Presi¬ 


dent Monroe had brought there with 
him. This wo* little Maria, who was 
fourteen when her father was elected, 
ajid who was destined to be tho fl rot 
White House bride. She had come af¬ 
ter the brilliant but childless adminis¬ 
tration of President Madison, who had 
only a stepson. Payne Todd, a wild and 
dliuilpated youth who disgraced and 
dlmpiiolnted his mother. Mr*. Madison, 
And speaking of the great and good 
friends of Santa ^la^is, here was one, 
the stately "Dolly" Madison, who pre¬ 
sided over the White House sixteen 
year* In all. eight years during her sec¬ 
ond husband's administration and eight 
years during that of his predecessor, 
the widowed Thomas Jefferson. Rh# 
gave Christmas presents In abundance, 
and one of the happiest Christmas din¬ 
ners In the White House was on© at 
which she cut the steaming mlnoe pi© 
for six little grandchildren of Presi¬ 
dent Jefferson.

GRAND DURE MICHAEL 
IS DEAD AT CANNES 


OLDEST REPRESENTATIVE OF 
THE RUSSIAN IMPERIAL 
HOUSE. 


Cannes. France, Dec. 18.—Grand 
Duke Michael Nlcholalevitch, grand un¬ 
cle of Emperor Nicholas, died here to¬ 
day. 

Grand Duke Michael Nlchololcvitch, 
the oldest representative of the im¬ 
perial house, was born In 1832, the 
fourth son of Emperor Nicholas 1 He 
repeatedly distinguished himself dur¬ 
ing his long military care^ which bu¬ 
tton early He entered active service 
at the age of 14 as a lieutenant and 
at 20 had attained the rank of general. 

Grand Duke Michael fought through¬ 
out the Crimean war. In 1843 he was 
appointed viceroy of the Caucasus and 
commander-in-chief of the Caucasian 
army, with Instructions to subdue the 
tribes of tha region. This task he ac¬ 
complished successfully. 

in the Turkish war of 1877 and 1878 
the grand duke commanded the Kus- 
(tlan army In the Caucasus, and in 
spite of tarly reverses, finally forced 
the surrender of a large part of the 
Turkish forces. He was on the com¬ 
mission which arranged the emancipa¬ 
tion of the serfs 

In 1881 Grand Duke Michael became 
President of the Council of .stare and 
played an active role in its delibera¬ 
tions until its reorganisation In connec¬ 
tion with the establishment of th* 
Duma, when ho woe named It* hon 
ornry president. Of late years he had 
lived almost constantly at hia villa at 
Cannes. 


It wns after the American worships 
reached Corinto that the demonstra¬ 
tions against Zelaya became pro¬ 
nounced. for those who have been crying 
for the revolution were fully convinced 
that blue Jackets and marine® from tho 
ships would bo landed. Now they an? 
terrified lest no men are sent a* >re. In 
such an event they fear reprisal* by tho 
Zeiayan forces which are still strong In 
Managua. 

Many revolutionary suspects have 
been thrown Into prison and put to tor¬ 
ture, and there are a number also mvw 
In chains who refused to do the bidding 
of the Government. Among these Is 
Anlbel Chavez, an officer in the army, 
who was in ‘command of the firing 
squad when Groce and Cannon were 
brought out for execution. He refused 
to give the firing order, exclaiming a« 
he threw down his sword; “I am a sol 
dier, not a murderer.”

Threaten Caldera. 


Consul Caldera Is daily In receipt of 
menaces of death, but beyond exercis¬ 
ing watchful care he has taken no pre¬ 
cautions to guard against attack and 
goes aboui attending to the duties of 
his post 

Word has reached here that Dr. Jose 
Mu Iriz, Zelaya* s candidate for Pros! 
dent, has arrived at San Juan del 3ur 
on his way to Corinto. He Is hastening 
to Manugna to Inform himself person¬ 
ally of th»* situation At Corinto It I* 
believed Madrlx will confer with several 
of his strongest supporters, who are 
proceeding there from various depart¬ 
ments. 

Following close up on the resignation 
of President Zelaya, an entire change 
has taken place In the administration 
of the departments of Granada. Mana¬ 
gua. Leon. Jlnotaga and Met&galpu The 
old official* .were summarily dismissed 
and other* named to fill their places 
The majority of these are from Leon, 
th* stronghold of the Liberals, and are 
favorable to the candidacy of Mudrlt. 


GREATS NO SURPRISE 


Central Americans Say Zelaya Is 
Capable of Atrocities. 

Washington. Dec. 18.—In Central 
American diplomatic circle* here no sur¬ 
prise was expressed to-night at the re¬ 
ported action of Zelaya and his adher¬ 
ents In Imprisoning and torturing th* 
political prisoners It had been predicted 
that Zelaya would wreak a saturnim 
vengeance on those who opposed him 
and who had fallen beneath his power 
and that this vengeance would he with¬ 
held until the time came when he fore¬ 
saw his downfall. 

“Zelaya Is vindictive and his cruelty 
Is a byword In our part of the world,” 
si* 1 i a Central American diplomat to¬ 
night. “That he will exact In blood and 
tears all that he believes 1* due him no 
one who knows him will doubt for a mo¬ 
ment. Such stories of his persecutions 
as have been received here unofficially 
lead u* to believe that he has Inaug¬ 
urated a reign of terror that would putj 
Nero to blush.”

Arthur 
Houh©. to take a clerical position during 
lb© meeting, which would enable him tu 
be In touch with my office and thus as¬ 
certain exactly what we were taking In 
and paying out. Until the past fail 
with booking, we laid up no money at 
Latonla In late year*, and the two 310,099 
note* w© had to give to settle our loss©* 
on a trlai of the auction and mutuol-^ool 
aygl m of betting waa still hanging over 
u* when w© began our la*t fall meeting. 

"In tli© last two years I have tlm© and 
again r*^jueated th© members of th© Ken¬ 
tucky Racing Commbwlon to come In a 
body to th© Latonla track during a race 
mooting nn«l go over th© books with me 
and satisfy themselves. I wonted them 
to **© the opposite to what some of the 
member© at© *«Ud to have expressed 
thema©lvea a* believing, that w«* were 
dally losing a little money, a constant 
leak that in a short tlm© licks up a bank¬ 
roll. Tt»ey neve* came, nor did they even 
eugge't a remedy uf a compromising sort 
to hHp us tide a race meeting over.

Changes In Rules Necessary To Curb Opposition To Sport 
—Carelessness the Main Cause of Injuries.

Just now deeply Interested In the 
modifications in the game which 
the rules committee U sure to 
make when It meets in New York this 
winter, writes Walter H. Eckeraoll. 

It is a certainty that some alterations 
must be made in the piayiug code to ap¬ 
pease those who are strongly opposed to 
football. The season Just closed has been 
prolific of more deaths and serious lnju. ies 
lhaa any season since tne adoption of the 
new rules, four years ago. At that tune 
the rules committee wu© forced to satisfy 
those who called football a urutai spurt 
The first two years of the new game 
pleased everyone, but a# the coaches ob¬ 
tained better ideas of the poaaUuiitles of 
the changes, injuries and death* Locarno 
more frequent until this year the %o;l has 
become so great that something must be 
dons for the preservation of the game. 

Innumerable suggestions already have 
been made, and the rules commutes will 
be confronted with the hardest Uak it 
ever has experienced. When the game 
wee changed, in the winter of 130.-'<4, 
modifications wore made to satisfy those 
who thought injuries were caused by 
mass Plays. As a matter of fact, most 
•erlous Injurlce have occurred in the open 
where two fast moving bodies have come 
together. In this style of play tho man 
with the ball has oppoitunity to gather 
his sp?ed. and when he is tackled by a 
player coming from the opposite direc¬ 
tion either one or both are liable to be 
hurt. 

• • • 

Carelessness Causes Injuries. 


In the days of max* play and line 
plunges the man with the bait did not 
have an opportunity to gather hi* speed, 
and when he tilt the line he did not have 
the drive or momentum of a player with 
a ten or flfteen-yard start. Inlurlen which 
did occur In this style or play were 
caused by carelessness on the part of 
some of the men who allowed themselves 
to be caught under a mass with their 
legs curled under them or to cramped 
positions Old gladiators like H©ffeinn*«r, 
Glass, Hare or De Witt, who stood the 
brunt of many a hard attack, seldom 
were Injured because they never allowed 
themselves to be so caught. 

If any changes are made In the code, 
the committee would do well to revert as 
rnQch as possible to the old game When 
this game was in vogue the players, as 
now, were hurt seriously In the open, and 
few serious accidents happened lh tho 
middle of the line, w hen the linesmen and 
barks were taught correct methods of 
protecting thrmselve*. 

If modifications are to be made, one 
of the best ways to prevent injuries Is 
to take off some of the restrictions from 
the forward paas. Aa the ptav Is u»ed 
now. the man who receives u forward 
paes In the open Is rarely protected, and 
this Is due to the restrictions on the pUy 
Any player who is body checked in the 
opan. when he ts In the act of receiving 
a pass, and when he has no chance to 

{ >rotect htmsotf. Is sure to be hurt It Is 
lard enough for a plnyer to gel out Jn the 
open, let alone providing an Interference 
to protect him. 


Chance to Remove Danger. 


If every man on a team ftere eligible 


to reoclve a throw, th«n a means of pro¬ 
tecting the one to receive the pass could 
be devised and one of the dangerous ele¬ 
ments of the game would be eliminated 
To make every man on the team eligible 
to receive the pass it would be necessary 
to abolish the rule that the ball must be 
passed five yards either side of the cen¬ 
ter. 

In order to secure a more frequent use 
of the pass under such conditions It 
would b« a good thing to take off the 
penalty for an incompleied throw—that 
Is. eliminate tho fifteen-yard penalty, but 
let the down advance, and Ir the throw 
were incomplete*) on the third attempt 
the ball to co to the opponents ou the 
spot where the throw was made. Just as 
It Is now. 

Thle would encourage forward pesatng 
and probably moke more of the attempts 
successful. It also would do away with 
penalising the teams, which ts one of the 
disagreeable features of the present 
gome. It Is a certainty that the coaches 
would devise a defense to protect the re¬ 
ceiver of forwoid passes and In making 
eligible the linesmen, who arc lean sus¬ 
ceptible to Injury than a light back or 
end. fewer injuries would result. 

Many Injuries have resulted from laxity 
of officials In enforcing penalties for un¬ 
necessary rough ness, piling on and tack¬ 
ling out of bounds. This sort of playing 
entirely uncalled for, ran he chirked 
readily If the officials would enforce pen¬ 
alties for such Infringements. A runner 
if tackled when any part of the hody ex¬ 
cept his hand* and feet touch the ground 
Is "down." and there Is no need for pil¬ 
ing on or crawling. 

• • • 

Crawling a Foolish Play. 


It is only natural for n player on tho 
defense to Jump on a runner who crawls. 
In order to do away with this It would 
be a good thing to penalize the offensive 
team Instead of the defensive eleven. If 
a playor were set back two or five yards 
a few times for crawling he would not 
make many more attempts to annex a 
couple of yards In that manner. The 
player who does crawl never gains any¬ 
thing, for the ball generally Is set bac k a 
yard or two by the referee and the player 
only Lays himself open to Injury. 

If penalties for unnecessary roughness 
were made mors severe, such as disquali¬ 
fication from the game or a heavier pen¬ 
alty than fifteen yards theic would be 
less of this unsportsmanlike playing. 
Tackling out of bounds la a violation of 
the rules, but seldom Is a penally given 
for such an Infringement. 

Innumerable suggestions might b 
made, but It wilt rest entirely with the 
rules committee to change the code In a 
manner which will lessen injuries. The 
inen who serve on thl* committee have 
played football and they have watched 
game? since their playing davs were 
over. They are fitted to revise the game 
Ui a way which WlU satisfy those who 
are opposed to tt. They know every trick 
and scheme used by the players to gain 
certain ends and they are certAn to leg¬ 
islate against these unfair tactics. 

Just what alterations will be made and 
what effects they will have on the gain*' 
is hard to say, but. whatever they »re 
the conches and players must take th* m 
with the best of grace and start In on a 
new era In football.

R OAD-RACING Statistics comp Had 
for the tciiwn of 1200 show that 
this branch of motor competition 
Is growing In popularity among 
the makers In the United States, who 
have given It more support than ever be¬ 
fore and with correspond in* I y better re¬ 
sults in that foreign competition has boon 
successfully met. and the Aniei lean stock 
car has, In a majority of cases, triumphed 
over the foreign product. In this country 
this year there have been twenty-»*>en 
road races, counting the various elsss 
events, and In these 223 cars have started. 
Of this number eighteen of them have 
been of foreign make, yet the tables show 
only on* victory for an imported machine. 

In to rest, tig comparison mu> bo drawn 
between DOS and 1909. In llMft there ware 
twenty-one roud races In ihla country a>. 
aga.nat twenty-seven In lP/9. In XI*W the 
total distance of twenty-one American 
races was 4.814.4 miles, or an average of 
*29.f miles per race. In 1999 tho twenty- 
seven races distanced miles, or an 

average or SU miles. 

In this county*)' sixty different makes 
of cars took part In the twenty-seven 
road races, and the first places were di¬ 
vided among fourteen different makes. In 
the United States U was a battle rovoi 
for supremacy between the Chalmers-De¬ 
troit and the Bulck. which concerns were 
tho strongest supporters of road events 
among the Amcr.cnn makers.

Harrison, his owner, has given Raleigh 
Colston, trainer of the colt. Instructions 
to get Waldo ready for the Derby.

Wil¬ 
liam Engemnn has announced that he 
would apply for a license to race to the 
Slate Racing Commission and with the 
Issuance of the license he would send in 
his application for racing time to the 
Jockey Club. 

It will be remembered that at a meet¬ 
ing of the Jockey Club, held November 
11, a resolution was adopted excluding 
the Brighton Heuch Association from the 
clubs known as those giving recognized 
meetings. This resolution was Introduced 
by William O. Eustls. The only effect of 
the amendment in the number of recog¬ 
nised meetings was that the Brighton 
Beach Association was put In the class 
of an Independent concern and Its status 
Is much that of the Metropolitan Jockey- 
Club, Queens County Jockey Club. Sara¬ 
toga Racing Association and the Empire 
City Racing Association. 

• • • 

Only Throe Recognized. 

The only three racing associations that 
have recognised meetings under the rules 
of the Jockey Club at this time are the 
Coney Island Jockey Club. Westchester 
Rating Association and the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club. All thrse other race meet¬ 
ings ore conducted under licenses Issued 
by the State Racing Commission, and as 
was demonstrated In the case of the Em¬ 
pire City Racing Association it has been 
shown that any reputable concern, with 
the proper facilities for conducting a 
meeting, may be Issued a license to race. 

By the adoption of the Eustfs resolu¬ 
tion the Brighton Beach Association Is 
required to moke Its application through 
the State Racing Commission and such 
oji application will be made. 

Mr. Engcman has not made known just 
what date* he will require for the 
Brighton Be*ch meeting, but he has said 
that he did not propose to tn any wray 
Interfere with the plans of the Saratoga 
Association. He considers the month of 
August as properly belonging to Sara¬ 
toga and he will not seek racing time In 
that month.

MORE TIME GRANTED 
TO THE MILLERS 


A merican cmica of boxing ha*# 
been Invited by the 8portlng 
Life, an English athletic author¬ 
ity. to oo-operat* by suggestion 
or dlitcuaelon la an atteinpc to secure uni 
form boxing rule*, a system of recognised 
weights for the various classes, and 
recognition of titles which will carry 
weight In all countries where boxing la 
recognized. 

The JLngti#h publication suggest# an in¬ 
ternal tonal board of six members to de¬ 
ckle all thee* mooted points and to draw 
up regulations for the conduct of the 
sport. Tentative representation on the 
board Is apportioned two member* to 
England, two to the United States end 
one each to France and Australia. 

The text of tho auggoatione. which alao 
deal with conditions in England, follows 
in part: 

Certainly not in the memory of that in< 
loros ting personality "lh* oldest Inhabit* 
ant" has the an of self-defense occupied 
so prominent or so healthy a position 
among the sports of this country as It 
does to-day. In universities and public 
schools, in the services and great business 
houses and Y. M. C. As. ooxing holds 
an Important and proud place, indeed, ex- 
cept by a few kill-joys. who would 
squeeze out Of existence all human liap- 
• p.ness. "the game" la applauded aa a 
I manly and eminently useful sport. On the 
amateur side we find this particularly 
healthy state of affairs and. talcing the 
I different circumstances' Jnrto eonaidera- 
I tion. the professional aid© mky be stud 
to be in an equally flourishing condition. 
• • • 

. Favors Board of Exports. 

Having watched "the game" moving to¬ 
ward this goal and having assisted and 
witnessed its advent, those who are most 
deeply interested in it naturally wish to 
*e« tt retain Its popularity In this country, 
and to endeavor, so far as they can. to 
make If possible for boxing In other coun¬ 
tries to grow up nnd develop under the 
name circumstances as have favored It 
here. 

How this may be done has been a prob¬ 
lem to which lately we have given a con¬ 
siderable amount of thought: for there 
'are no many Interest* to be taken into 
account that any hastily considered pro¬ 
ject may defeat the object In view. The 
main thing to atrlve after Is the con¬ 
solidation of Intcrnationsl boxing under 
a board of gentlemen who will have the 
entire confidence of the various nations 
n-nreawt.-d. 

In England w«» can boast of at, least a 
tacltlv recognised authority—the National 
Sporting Club—whor© diets on knotty 
points are generally accepted a* correct, 
but If we cast our thoughts to the United 
States, to Australia nnd to France, the 
three other count rice in the wo-id where 
professional boxing flourish©*, we find no 
body that crystallise* the opinions of the 
boxing public. 

Parenthetically, we may any that we 
are strongly of opinion that boxing will 
flourish locally Just In proportion to the 
control and the kind of control exorcised 
over U by ti*© press When the press has 
control ouch as it has In this country- 
holding stakes which are real stake* and 
not bogus on*©. appointing referee* who 
Will act justly whatever the conse¬ 
quences; r*fusing to hold th* stake* of 
mm who have brought or who ar« likely 
to brlrtr "the game" Into disrepute—then 
ono may naturally expect cleaner sport 
than where control la exercised only by 
interested promoter*.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COM¬ 
BUST ON TO HOLD UP RULING. 


MILLING IN TRANSIT AND RE- 
SHIPPING CAN GO ON. 


ANOTHER HEARING IN APRIL 


An announcement thad what shipper* 
In this territory and further Houth liave 
been waiting for with considerable 
anxiety came yesterday when the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission sent 
out a notice to the effect that an order 
prohibiting the practice of inllltng-tn- 
transit and reshlpplng of grain wfll not 
go into effect January 1. as was an¬ 
nounced some time ago. In a com¬ 
munication to James B. Ford, of the 
Southern railway here. It wax stated 
that the commission will hold up Its 
order abolishing the practice until next 
April. The commission decided to do 
this In order that the grali. men and 
other shippers will # hav* an opportunity 
to show why the order should be can¬ 
celed. 

According to the Information In Mr. 
Ford's possession the first hearing on 
the subject will be held at Washing¬ 
ton. The date for this initial confer¬ 
ence has not yet been fixed, but a no¬ 
tice 1* expected from the commission 
In the near future. The first meeting 
will he followed by other hearings In 
various part* of the country, whdrever 
the shippers are affected by tha rul¬ 
ing, and they will be conducted by one 
or mon* members of Ih* Interstate 
Com me roe Commission or special ex¬ 
aminers appointed for the purpose 

It I* understood that while grain In 
this territory will be subjected to 
considerable hardship, inasmuch as It 
will require large expenditures for 
them to maintain the identity of ship¬ 
ments. grain men in and around Nash¬ 
ville will be the heaviest loser* If the 
commission persist* In its intention to 
abolish the practice. 

The notice sent out that Inquiry will 
be made Into the Intricacies of the 
question discloses but few reasons fur 
the investigation, but Mr Ford *uid 
the step Is taken on complaint of mill. 
»-ni and lumber manufacturer* of New 
England. Subsequently, miller* and 
lumber manufacturers in other part * 
of the country Joined In the complaint 
mode Informally to the commission. It 
wa* deemed advleable to have a gen. 
era! investigation of tha subject cov¬ 
ering the entire country. The purpose 
of the commission Is to cover the whole 
field of mllllng-ln transit and sulxititu- 
tion-iu•transit os an lncidenL 


la order that a start may be made *.n 
the control of International boxing. In 
particular where championships of the 
world are concomed. we liave promulgat¬ 
ed a scheme, which we have the greAl**t 
pleasure in announcing, has the hearty 
support of that groat sportsman, the Earl 
of Lonsdalo. the patron of all that Is best 
and purest In British boxing «who has 
further signified his wlllidgness to do 
what he can to bring about the consum¬ 
mation of the idoa>; Mr. J II.

"To create an International board, con¬ 
sisting of two sportsmen representative 
of boxing in Great Britain and the United 
State* of America, and one representa¬ 
tive In Australia and Franc* for the f*ir- 
poee of— 

"First—Framing rules for the conduct 
of the championship* of the world. 

"Second—Flxlftf the weights ni which 
world championships must »v* contested. 

"Third—Deciding who are entitled to 
call themselves champions of the world 

“Fourth—If considered desirable. sut>- 
plythg belts or other trophies to be held 
bv recognized champions of the world." 

First let us deal with the most difficult 
part of the problem—namely, the constitu¬ 
tion of the board, and in this, aa In the 
other matters to be considered we must 
he guided by the consentus of opinion In 
th* various countries Our suggeMion Is 
that the board should conalst of six gen¬ 
tlemen. renresentlng th* four Countrie*, 
named, with an honorary secretary. Each 1 
country's representatives or representa¬ 
tive would t>* entitled to name a substi¬ 
tute to act In »h* principal's absence The 
first board should be presided over by th* 
Earl of Lonsdale. His lordship's presi¬ 
dency would at once put the hall mark of 
sincerity, authority and dignity upon the 
board Lord Lonsdale would not be a 
mere figurehead.

It will be generally conceded, we be¬ 
lieve. that an International hoard of con¬ 
trol ofi boxing Js needed, for In America 
at all events leading promoters arc heart¬ 
ily tick of th© never-ending dickering* 
ttud squabbling* over weights and t i e* 
and rule* 

The colonies s.ne with us: Franco favors 
our weights and rules, and when we have 
an Interchange of opinions with Unci* 
Bam we shall find him ready and willing 
to enter Into a comf*ct to properly con¬ 
trol International contests, or at any rat* 
Those that aro for the championships of 
the world.

SOME WAVS TO TAME FOOTBALL 


Suggestions That May 
of Value To Revisers 
of the Rules. 


Be 


I T 13 now practically certain tUai lh* 
game of football aa played by* th* 
American college* will be revised so 
as to make tt less dangerous to the 
player* who participate. Ju»t what theec 
change* will be L* problematical. Wal¬ 
ler Camp, who ts th* foremost expert on 
the game in this country, wlti be on* of 
the revlsem. and ht* opinion* will proba¬ 
bly carry great weight wfth the other*. 

But Mr. Camp, as haa been proved in 
past year*, ts not a conservative reviser. 
No YuUt team in rveent years, undrr hts 
tuition. 1iA* quite gotten «way from the 
old mass-play idea that has caused so 
many broken bone# and deaths. Yale's 
eleven mao-? open play under the new 
rule* very dangerou* during tho past sea¬ 
son by having an end or the Kllpauick 
typ* who invariably tackled the man who 
caught Capi. Coy's puma with auch force 
as to practically knock the wind out of 
him every play. Bergtn. of the Prlncetons. 
was handled so rougnly that he broke ouo 
of his riba tut. despite hi* injury, ho 
failed to ttmff a single punt, thus upset¬ 
ting the Yale plan of battle a hit 
One of th© rule* which the revision com. 
mine* should put Into force I* the one 
affecting thi* verv thing No tackier 
ehould b* allows* wflhln three feet of 
(fee -inn who la catching tho ball until 
th© catch has been actually mad©, as i* 
provided for In the rule* or the Canadian 
game, exploited before a committee of 
expert*. It would be a ^ry good rule to 


make ©very catch a fair catch, under 
which the catcher la Immune from tack¬ 
ling. 

I'll* Canadian rule prohibiting offside 
Interference will probably never be 
adopted la this country, a* interference of 
the American son is half the game, as 
Played from a scientific point of view. 
Two good ends on either eleven could 
bav© imule it practically impossible for 
either team to score. It Is not surpris¬ 
ing that the experts who saw the Canuck* 
perform went away disappointed and con- 
vlimed that the Canadian game will uot 
do for the American college*. 

One suggestion that the reviser* will 
probably take Into cob*kl*»*rlon is one 
that will probably do away with mass play 
with ail time. It la u> the effect that 
while any number of men may precede 
the runner with the bail, only one may 
follow after him. By this rule a single 
ltn' iuan, u guard or agtuckle, will not he 
subjected to th© Impetus of from thre* to 
six men, hitting him with th* fore* of 
nn automobile exceeding the «pe©d limit. 

Another suggestion ts that some of the 
limitations b* removed from quarterback 
runs. Under the present rules a quarter¬ 
back must run five yards to one side be¬ 
fore he can advance with tho ball, and 
he must also move os many yards to the 
side before lie own deliver a forward p«s* 
Were he allowed to »uuid In his position 
and throw such a puss or advance with 
th© ball the gam© would lose non* of 
its scienco and would be opened out con¬ 
siderably. 

A rule prohibiting two men from tack¬ 
ling the same man at onne would also be 
a very X r *od *ne. * Tackl* “Ted" UUey 
was put out of th© Tale-Harvard game In 
the first few minutes of play from being 
tackled viciously by two Harvard play- 
©r* His body wm bent forward and 
hack at th© same Instant and the breath 
was knocked completely out of him. 

Some one had suggested that the limit 
of yards to be made In thre© down* b« 
increased to fifteen yards Thla. It Is 
pointed out. would make sustained rush¬ 
ing less proflfsblo and force eleven* to 
employ forward passes and onaide trick* 
more than La# been ths case. Another

Even a casual inspection of the lab¬ 
oratory at the top of the present stores 
will convince the stranger that Uncle 
Sum has a very keen eye on Urn things 
that are brought into Ud* port for tho 
use of his people. 

Th* laboratory Is under the direction 
of a special examiner of drugs, medi-t 
cine* and chemicals. Ho has under him 
a u assistant tx&mln f, I ft f **fl of 
other experu.

Its chief bunt ness Is the examination 
for purity or classification of drugs, 
medicines and chemicals; but It also 
examines sugar, an important part of 
the port's import*, as well as tea, 
which enters duty free.

rm^rded os a possible cause of death, was 
at one time almost i|* dangetou* an ail¬ 
ment aa pneumonia.

COMPANY GRANTED TWENTY- 
FIVE-YEAR FRANCHIBEl 


THREE-CENT FARES ARE TO BE 
CHARGED AT FIRST. 


MAY BE INCREASED LATER. 


Cleveland. O.. Dec- I6.-^After a series 
of traotlon ttaublt* extending over more 
than eight years the City Council to¬ 
night passed an ordinance granting th* 
Cleveland Railway Company a general 
franchise for twenty-five years. The 
ordinance provides that the c^mpanKa 
shall giv* a 3-cent far* e*wvice with 1 
cent for transfers, but that If this rata 
does not bring tn an Income of 5 per 
cent on the total valuation, less out¬ 
standing bonds and floating Indebted¬ 
ness, the faro may be Increased to a 
maximum of 4 cents per single fare or 
7 tickets for 35 cent a with an additional 
cent for a transfer. Ip either case, the 
present system, charging a cent for a 
transfer and then lowing a rebate of 1 
crtit when It la collected, will be stop¬ 
ped. It is not believed filial the company 
can make* Its 6 per cent, on the mini¬ 
mum fare. 

Friends of Mayor Tom L. Johnson 
averred that th* ordinance as passed 
marked the success of his long cam¬ 
paign for 3-cent fares and is a vtotory 
for the dosing hour* of hts adminis¬ 
tration. 

Johnson'* opt-mania point to the fact 
that, although he declined to comment 
on the ordinance, petition* for a rwfer- 
tnujm on it were Issued late to-night 
and sent to police and fire rtaiior a and 
to Democratic workers throughout the 
city. 

Earlier in the day Judge It. W, Tay¬ 
lor. of the United States Dlstytet Court, 
who was dhosen by th# ralhv^^mererts 
and the city to arbitrate th# vniu«a of 
thr traction i> parties concerned, an¬ 
nounced his estimate of th* value* of th* 
Cleveland Electric Railway Company, 
franchise Included. U> b* $21,127,149.51. 
and made certain other allosvar.ees, 
bringing th* total valuation up to $24.* 
091,049. 

From this he deducted 69.4W.O00 out¬ 
standing bonds ami floating indebted¬ 
ness. leaving $14,675,049 aa the sum on 
which the company Is entitled to 6 per 
cent. 1nt#re*t If they can make It under 
the maximum fare provision.

It Is rather confusing to a citizen of 
tins Stale, says the Nerw Orleans 
Times-Democrat, to discover that Lou¬ 
isiana la the largest mink and muskrat 
market of any Htate In the Union; ttiat 
the trappers of Louisiana marketed 
$600,000 worth of furs iaat season, 
that a little army of 6.000 are engaged 
In the business, most of them profes¬ 
sional trappers, the remainder, farnp-r 
boys who set a few traps In their 
leisure. It will be still more astonish¬ 
ing to learn that 'multitude* of these 
tranper* live and work within easy 
reach of Now Orleans: that they spend 
a great part of their lives threading 
the swarnps along the lakes and 
bayous, silent and soft-footed as In¬ 
dians, and that they market their furs 
In this city. 

8o little do we know of the people 
among whom we live! 

Many of these trappers have been 
alligator hunters during the summer, 
and tills enauied them to spend the 
entire year In the swamps. Now that 
the alligator hunting is so restricted, 
other ha* been devised, and there 

are multitudes of the trappers who, on 
the close of the trapping aeason, will 
begin tUhing for soft-shell crabs, or. 
In their own words, will **go to soft- 
shelling.’* Sometimes the soft-shelling 
begins early, and by Murdi Gra* the 
trappers are busy In their boats ail 
day and making the rounds of their 
traps at night, carrying forward both 
trades until March t. when the trap¬ 
ping ccasrg. 

The trapping season Is now In full 
swing at Alligator Bayou, and the alli¬ 
gator hunters of thirty years* experi¬ 
ence are gathering in great stores of 
skins. The little cabins are already 
crowded with thorn. They hang from 
all the Joist* and make a pleasing 
fringe along the eaves of the gallery. 
Behind iht? door Is a great heap of sur¬ 
plus “steel traps,*' villainous things 
that, being once set and gently stirred 
up with a stick to show how they 
work, snap shut with a viciousness not 
to be equaled by anything except a 
good, healthy alligator. Every w-*k 
or two the accumulated furs are 
brought to market, and there Is room 
In the cabin for a fresh supply. The 
smell of them Is somewhat different 
from attar of roses, but the trapper 
has lived with that smell for so many 
years that <he doesn't notice It any 
more. It Is part of his life, and he 
likes his life very well, on the whole, 
and would not exchange with anyone 
he knows.

that there may be but a very brief In¬ 
terval between the time when a happy 
and carefree mink roamed the swamps 
along Alligator Bayou and the other 
tlmo wiien his well-ordered fur Is 
clasped about ths neck of some fine 
lady. 

There are occasional seasons which 
are very hard on trappers. It is not rain 
which could hold them back, of course, 
and the coldest weather has no terrors 
for them; but when there Is high water 
they are helpless, and these are seasons 
of dearth. If It were not that the duck¬ 
hunting Is available about the same 
time, the trappers would suffer heavily; 
but one rn&y shoot ducks to a limited 
extent. There Is even a lone dog In 
camp at Alligator Bayou, a silent, mel¬ 
ancholy dog. spmewhat given to the 
mange, but his blaster will tell you w ith 
Just pride that he Is a wonder when It 
cornea to duck hunting. 

•'Why, I never have to get out of my 
boat when I'm hunting ducks.** he ex¬ 
claims. “The minute I shoot, that dog's 
In the water and haa got the ducks!**

The Muskrat. 

Of ail the skins that come the way of 
the Louisiana trapper, perhaps the 
muskrat skin brings him the lowest 
price, for he receives but 16 or 20 cents 
for It; but he Is hopeful, because two 
I or three years ago they were not In de¬ 
mand at any price. It Is hard for the 
trapper to understand why the State did 
I not put a bounty on muskrat skins. In* 
I stead of protecting the alligator in or- 
1 der that he might devour muskrats. 

“If a* alligator ever did catch a muskrat 
he’d have to catch him asleep.** says the 
trapper scornfully “The* ain't no musk¬ 
rat goln* to sit still an' let a* alligator 
walk right up on him.'* 

The trappers themselves tell grim 
I stories of other sections of the country 
where the body of the muskrat Is not 
altogether a waste product. Even the

They 
have their little peculiarities, these Lou¬ 
isiana trappers, and this is one of them 
The skins having accumulated In suf¬ 
ficient quantities to crowd the cabin of 
the trapper, there Is a voyage to the city 
In one of the gasoline launches tied up 
along the banks of the bayou, and the 
trapper will bring not only his own store 
of skins, but all that his neighbors have 
to »<m<L Then there la the sorting and 
grading Ui the stores of the dealers here; 
and there, also, the stock begins to accu¬ 
mulate, coming In by many boats and by 
sJ! the milroad lines. Then begins the 
outward motion of the furs.

To Many Climes. 

Where do they go? 

Very many of them are shipped to 
New York, to be manufactured—and 
bought back, no doubt, by New Oi"mjis 
ladies within two hours' run of the trap¬ 
pers* cabins. Many more are sent to 
Canada, which looks uncommonly like 
the sending of coal to Newcastle. There 
are heavy shipments to London, and 
Parts, and Berlin, and Vienna, and I^elp- 
slc, and—wonder of wonders?—even to 
Moscow; and there arc other shipments 
to Japan. Not only Is the country 
around New Orleans a fur country, but 
Its furry products go half around the 
globe, and are In demand north of the 
S;. Lawrence! 

If we could follow the muskrat skins 
to their ultimate destination, and could 
see the finished product, what a ro¬ 
man™ that would be. They go to the 
lining of handsome coats and Jackets, 
and for lining gloves, which are worn in 
the* Northern States and Canada. It was 
thought that the smaller skins would be 
practically valueless, but behold, even 
th$*y are in great demand. They ore 
made into earmuff* for the soldiers of 
the Japanese army In Manchuria! Poor 
little muskrat, brightened, alert, footing 
It so swiftly about the banks of Alligator 
Bayou and so Joyously In love with life, 
your skin, at Iraat. will be a much-trav¬ 
eled thing and will have marvelous ex¬ 
periences! 

True, there are raccoon skins which 
sell for an exceedingly law price. Th** 
rtd-furyed salt-water *ooon skins sell 
by the pound. Instead of the better 
grade, which bring not more than 10 
cents. A dealer will show you two 
’cxro skins, hanging side by side, one 
worth 65 cents ami the other worth 
$2. It Is noticeable that the fur of 
the cheaper skin ti coarse and thin, 
and of a light gray oolor; while th» 
fur of the other Is almost black, nnd 
very thick and soft. Generally, how¬ 
ever. the prices range from 10 to 75 
cents, and the Income to the trappor? 
is very much worth while. The 'coon 
is brimful of curiosity, and has to make 
an immediate Investigation of every 
-Grange thing he sees; hence he Is very 
easily caught. The number of rac¬ 
coons In the country may be Judged 
from the fact that 160.000 ’coon skins 
were marketed In Louisiana lam sou - 
••on. and yet the trappers are all kopt 
busy catching them The trappers’ 
'abtrvi are hung thick with them and.

What are the fur-bearing animals of 
Louisiana? There Is quite a list of 
them, all things considered. The fur 
I dealers of New Orleans receive from 
the various trapper* of the State the 
sktna of nwcoon. mink, otter, opossum, 
gray fox. skunk, wild bear, wolf ami 
muskrat. 

Along AIHgator Bayou, however, the 
mink, raccoon and muskrat skins pre¬ 
dominate. Once In a long while on ot¬ 
ter Ls caught, which Is the occasion for 
great rejoicing, as the skin la very val¬ 
uable. am! bring* the trappAr from 
$12.60 $15. but the otter is rare In 

this part of the country. 

Through the rwanrp roes the hunter, 
with a load of dangling traps and a 
aupply of halt; alert, stealthily, for he 
I must not frighten his gume. His eyes 
are trained to the swamp. No slight¬ 
est sign of any animal escapes him. 
Wherever there Is “sign" the animal 
will come again, for these little people 
of'the fore at tramp the same trackless 
paths over and over. Just a* cattle beat 
out their winding trails to water; Just 
as men go to work day after day along 
the same sidewalks, turning the same 
corners. Therefore, where the sign Is. 
there the trap Is sot. haded with some 
choice morsel that Is especially dear to 
the epicurean soul of that particular 
animal.

The First Treatment.

Havo been Interfering seriously with 
the profits of the Louisiana trappers 
during the tfust few years They liav« 
Introduced the wallaby skin Into the 
market. The wallaby is larger than the 
'coon skin. Is cheaper, and takes dye 
In a very beautiful manner; therefore 
It (a that th© trappers In the little 
sh&ntica on Alligator Bayou are not 
making os much money off their 'coon 
skins as they did four yearn ago. Still, 
the fur Is In demand In many chilly 
countries. The best ones make most 
desirable lap rugs and overcoats where 
sleet and snow abound, and the red- 
furred ralt-water 'coon skin# travel all 
the way to Russia, where they are 
used for making those fur coats which 
are worn by the poorer peasants. 

The mink skins range In value from 
25 cents to $2. ami ar© graded accord¬ 
ing to value and size. The length, 
the thickness and the oolor of the fur 
all make a difference In the grading. 
The color range© from “brawn** and 
’’part pal©’’ to “pale," and It may be 
Imagined that the grading Is very dif¬ 
ficult. with no absolute rules for guid¬ 
ance; yet a good grader will grade 600 
In an hour. Year* of experience In the 
constant handling of furs go to the 
development of an expert grader, and 
he commands a fancy salary.

HOLLY BERRY SCARCITY. 

(Washington Post.) 

Holly, with the brilliant red berries, an 
necessary to Christmas decorations, 
shows advenes Indications of being scarce 
this year, although the big demand for 
the favorite holiday adornment has not 
begun yet- Whoppers usually send in their 
orders several days before Christmas day, 
and not until that time can the supply 
be correctly gauged; hut unless more ber¬ 
ry-bearing luorui.es can be found in suf- 
flclently productive? state to distinguish 
them from bunches of prickly cactus 
there Is danger of many Washington buy- 
era spending Christmas week devoid of 
holly. Incidentally. prlce> will soar 

No one to know the cause of the 

present scarcity. Prof. L C. Corbett. 
Chief Horticulturist of the Department 
of Agriculture, admits there are several 
reasons for berrylw** holly, all of which 
are good, but non© of which can be as¬ 
signed definitely as the single concrete 
cause. 

Those who have been engaged In cutting 
holly brunches report considerable diffi¬ 
culty In finding either the luxuriant, leafy 
specimens, or the type which carries 
plentiful clusters of red berries The 
branches are long and straggling, they 
*ay. more suggestive of s seven-year 
famino than of happy Christmas time. 

“The cause for an absence of berries on 
holly branches.” said Prof. Corbett re¬ 
cently, “cannot be definitely determined 
It Is a condition noticeable from time to 
time, and la seldom the result of a par¬ 
ticular climatic condition which may 
serve as a guide In other years. 

“An early frost, a failure on the part 
of insects to carry the pollen from tre© 
to tree or an excessive drouth all may 
bo responsible for berryles* holly. Cli¬ 
matic conditions last spring. I should 
Imagine, would have as much to do with 
the scarcity as anything else.*»
